Here in Clin- 
ton there is not the slightest doubt that the 
former banker is held on the charge of hav- 
ing murdered his first wife, who, it was given 
out, had committed suicide. 

The arrests furnish the climax to a rumor 
of foul play which has kept Clinton in a 
state of excitement since the day Mra. Pet 
Magill was buried. 


Found Dead in Bed. 

Mrs. Magill was found dead in her bed on 
the last day in May. In her arms she held a 
bowl that had contained chioroform, while a 
cloth saturated with the fuid covered her 
face. 

From the first the ciroumstances of her 
Pdeath looked suspicious and it was not long 
before rumor took the ape of a theory that 
she had been drugged first and then left to die 
over the fumes of the chloroform, cunningly 
posed to give the impression of suicide, 

A search of the dead woman's elfects added 
to the mystery of her death and the sensa- 
tion caused by the rumors. Letters were 
found, ostensibly written before her death, 
tending to place the blame for her suicide on 
the mothter and sister of her husband.

Faye Graham fs little more thana girl. She 
is just 19 years old, a year older than Magill’s 
‘daughter. The two girls were school chums 
and Faye Graham before the death of the first 
Mrs. Magill spent a good deal of her time at 
the Magill home. Nobody here, however, 
suspected that there was anything more in 
this than the desire of the two girls to be to- 
gether. 

The news of Magill’s second marriage in 
Denver so quickly after the death of his first 
wife and the fact that the girl he married was 
the school chum of his daughter, sufficed to 
crystallize the suspicion that had been enter- 
tained here since the death of his first wife. 


Public Distrust Aroused. 

Residents of Clinton united in a demand for 
a thorough investigation of the mystery and 
charges were made openly that Magill knew 
more of the circumstances of his wife's death 
than had been made public. 

The local paper, the Public, took up the 
matter and printed every fact that was 
known, and in an editorial article on the case 
intimated that there was sufficient to show 
that an Investigation was necessary. 


Marriage Startles Girl's Parents. 

The relatives.of Faye Graham led in the 
public demand for an inquiry. No one in 
Clinton was more startled than they by the 
news that she had been married to Magill in 
Denver. When the news was broken to her 
father, he sald: 

„ don't know u thing of this affair, It 
was as much of a shock to me as to any one 
else. Faye left here on Saturday, June D, pre- 
sumably to visit her uncle, Dr. Graham, in 
Kankakee. She intimated that she would 
also visit with the family of Ire Taylor in 
Chicago and if possible would secure employ- 
ment in that city and not return to Clinton.

In .connection with the Union Pacific the 
Ininois Central would. be competitive with 
the Southern Pacific. It owns lines of rafl- 
road extending from Chicago to Omaha, St. 

At Council Bluffs 
it connects with the Union Pacific, and at 
New Orleans with the Southern Pacific. 

A considerable part of the business origt- 
nating. on the IMinols Central between Chi- 
cago and New Orleans destined for Pacific 
coast points may go either route; that 18. it 
may go south to New Orleans and thence via 
the Southern Pacific, or it may go to Omaha 
and thence via the Union Pacific.’ 

Before the control of the Southern Pacific 
by the Union Pacific, these two companies 
were in active competition with each other 
for business originating on the Illinois Cen-

„The Iumols Central, as a glance at the 
map will show, is the eastern side of a rail- 
road parallelogram, the other three sides of 
which are the Union Pacific and Short Line 
system to Portland on the north, the South- 
ern Pacific system from. Portland to Los 
Angeles on the west, and from Los Angeles 
to New Orleans on the south. Since June 30 
of year the Union Pacific has purchased 
29.59 per cent of the capital stock of the IIli- 
nols Central, or ‘281,281 shares out of a total 
of 950,400 shares. Mr. Kahn of Kuhn, Loeb 
& Co. testified that this. was sufficient gen- 
erally to secure a dominating interest in a 
ratiroad corporation.

The Chicago and Alton Deal. 

The report then takes up, the’ storyof Har- 
riman’s exploitation of the Chieago and Al- 
ton railroad finances, going into the subject 
at great length. A synopsis of the feature 


of the report follows:

to the present time varied from 78½ to 


$8,000,000 Into Syndicate’s Pockets. 

“So that the syndicate must have reaped 
a profit on these bonds of about $8,000,000, 
which could have been and should have been 
reaped by the railroad company. 

Seven millions of the $40,000,000 author- 
ized ‘have been pledged as security for $5,- 
000,000 borrowed by the railroad companys, 
and the remaining million is held in the 
treasury. . . 0 

Out of the 65 cents on the dollar thus 
realized by the railroad company the princi- 
pal stockholders voted themselves a dividend 
of 30 per cent on the common and preferred 
stocks. The total dividend amounted to 
$6,669,180, and as it appears they owned 
more than 98 per cent of the stock they re- 
ceived nearly all of it. 

“This dividend was not reported to the 
interstate commerce commission. There 
was no other money in the treasury, outside 
of the proceeds of these bonds, with which 
to pay a dividend. : 

In order to find an excuse for borrowing 
money to pay the dividend, Mr. Harriman, 
who was in control of the financial affairs of 
the road, caused $12,444.177 to be credited 
in December, 1890, to ‘ construction expendl- 
tures uncapitalized.’ As a matter of fact, 
all money which had been previously used 
for betterments of the property had been an- 
nually appropriated by the board of directors 
and charged against the income of the prop- 
erty, in addition to paying the dividends; so 
that all the money so appropriated had been 
one paid out of income and had, during 
many years, been charged off to operating 
expenses. All of this $12,444,177 apparently 
had not been expended even under the form- 
mer Management. 


Cunning Bookkeepirtg to Deceive. 

Mr. Harriman and his. associates. went 
back to the, report of Mr. Blackstone to his 
board of.directors of Dec. 31, 1888, and found 
he had estimated that, ‘taking into account 
the losses sustained by the: original stock- 
holders in the foreclosure prior te 1863 and the 
amount which the Chicago and Alton Rail- 
road company had expended from year to 
year in additions to the property, etc., and 
taking into account the sinking fund bonds 
which had been pald and canceled out of 
earmings, the property of the company was 
cost. ee 
worth $11,750,000 in excess of its original 
costt. 
This $11,750,000 was taken as the starting 
point, thereby capitalizing the losses of the 
original stockholders in the foreclosure sale 
of the old Joliet and Chicago road, which 
appears by the ttestimony to have occurred 
prior to 1868; to which was added estimated 


sums paid out of earnings for betterments 


and improvements of property down to the 
time of the acquisition of the property by the 
syndicate, Herriman, Schiff; Gould, and 
Stillman, and this amount was capitalized, 
Against this amount they charged the divi- 
dend of $6,060,180. They aleo charged 
against this account, as‘ Discount on bonds,’ 
the sum of $8,155,751.40. These charges ex- 
ceeded the total of $12,444,177.66, so-called 
‘Construction expenditures uncapitalized,’ 
by $2,880,753.74, and the books were balanced 
by. traneferring. this excess to the profit and 
loss account. 

„Thies manner of accounting would have 


the effect of covering up the payment of the 


dividend out of the proceeds of the mortgage 
and the discount on the bonds, so that one 


gaged for $22,000,000, and the bonds were 
nominally. sold to Kuhn, Loeb & Co. for 
$13,000,000 cash, or a little less than 60 cents 
Ou the dollar. As a matter of fact, it ap- 
pears by the testimony of Mr. Harriman 
that Mr. Stanton never owned any of the 
stock of the railroad, but was a mere in- 
termediary. 8 

From this brief synopsis of the exploita- 
tion of the Chicago and Alton it is evident 
that its history is rich in illustrations of 
various methods of indefensible financing.” 


The Commission’s Summing Up. 


In summing up his report Commissioner 
Lane draws the following conclusions: 

The effect of the control of the Southern 
Pacific by the Union Pacific has been to 
unify and amalgamate the management of 
these two reilway companies and their 
steamship lines, and to eliminate compe- 
tition between them in transcontinental busti- 
ness and in business to and from orienta) 
ports. : 

“The Union Pacific, as has been shown. 
controis the San Pedro; Los Angeles and Salt 
Lake railroad. There lis, therefore, no com- 
petition between this line and the Union 
Pacific and Southern Pacific. 

The Union Pacific also owns $10,000,000 
Dar value of the stock, of the Atchison, To- 
peka 1 Santa Fé railway company, and 
about $30,000,000 more is ‘owned by indi- 
viduals connected with the Union Pacitic, 
making $40,000,000, or substantially 17 per 
cent. There is now a division of the oriental 
traffic by the Pacific Mail Steamship com- 
pany between the Union Pacific and the Santa 
Fé systems. 

The joint control of the Alton railway 
by the Union Pactfic and the Chicago. Rock 
Island and Pacific railway company ‘has un- 
doubtedly eliminated-competition between 
the Alton and the Rock Island between Chi- 
cago, St. Louls, and Kansas City. 


What the Revelations Teach. 


In concluding hie report Commissioner 
Lane makes the following recommeridations: 
3 .. — a raflroad corporation 

confin o the furnis - 
senate hing of trans 

_““Raflroads should not be permitted to in- 
vest generally in stocks, bonds, and securt- 
ties of other railway and of steamship com- 
panies, except connecting lines, for the pur- 


pose of forming through routes of transpor- 


tation, including branches and feeders. 

“It le in the interest of the public to fa- 
cilitate the consolidation of connecting lines. 

The credit of a railway company is found- 
ed upon the resources. and prosperity of the 
country through which it runs. Its surplus 
funds and credit should be used for the bet- 
terment of its lines and in extensions and 
branches to develop the country contiguous 
to it. The testimony taken upon this hear- 
ing shows that about 50,000 square miles of 
territory in the state of Oregon, surrounded 
by the lines of the Oregon Short Line rail- 
road company, the Oregon Railroad and Nav- 
igation company, and the Southern Pacific 
company is not developed, while the funds 
of those companies which could be used for 
that purpose are being invested in stocks 
like the New York Central and other ‘lines 
baving only a remote relation to the terri- 
tory in which the Union Pacific system is lo- 
cated. 

“ Railroad securities should be safe and 
conservative investments for the people. 
To this end the risks of the railroad should 
be reduced toa minimum. Every one knows 
that railway securities fluctuate more or 
less, according to the prosperity of the times, 
and also by reason of thet wide speculation 
in such securities. It therefore adds ag ele- 
ment of hazard to a railroad’s capital and 
credit to have its funds invested in the stocks 
of other companies, thereby endangeringits 


It is undoubtedly an evasion of the city’s 
rights to attend to its own affairs. It places 


in the hands of a partisan commission the 


most tremendous power ever given into the 
hands of a similar body. The bill strikes at 
the principle of self-goverhment, and, as 
Mayor McClellan further correctly says. If 
I were to decide otherwise and to accept this 
bill as it stands, it would imply an admission 
on my part that the principle of self-govern- 
ment for the city was no longer worth striv- 
ing for

“Reasonable Regulation” Urged. 


It ig contrary to public policy, as well as 
unlawful, for railways to acquire contro! 
of parallel and competing lines. Thi licy 
is expressed in the federal laws and in the 
constitutions and laws of nearly every state 
in the union. We have examined the consti- 
tutions and laws of all the states and find in 
about forty of them prohivitions against con- 
solidation of capital stock or franchises of 
competing railways, or the purchase and ac- 
quisition by a railway of competing lines. 

Competition between railways as well as 
between other industries is the established 
policy of the nation. And while the acquisi- 
tion of a small minority of the stock of a 
competing line might not decreage the com- 
petition, yet the acquisition of any consid- 
erable amount of stock, with representation 
on the board of directors of such railway, 
unquestionably has the effect of diminishing 
competition and rats Ye to that extent ite 
effectiveness. 4 

** Bo. long as it is the policy of the general 
government and of the states to maintain 
competition between naturally competing 
lines, the ownershipofany stock by one rail-

permitted, and such lines of raflway should

Buffalo Aeronaut Has Thrilling 
Experience at Springfield, 0. 


BREAKS DROP BY QUICK WIT. 


Climbs On to Airship Propeller to Make 
Parachute of Torn Bag. 


Springfield, O., July 13.—[Special.]—Gall 
Robinson of Buffalo fell 800 feet with an 
airship at 7:15 o’clock this evening and, with 
the exception of a slight scar on his fore- 
head, escaped injury. 

Thousands of people who were watching 
his flight, saw the balloon drop to one side. 
Then the machine began to fall rapidly. 
Many placed their hands over their eyes, 
while women and children ran screaming 
and crying, expecting to soon learn that Rob- 
inson’s mangled body had been found in a 
tree or in a fleld west of the city. 

Instead Robinson was calmly surveying 
his dilapidated looking machine when the 
people rushed toward him. With the excep- 
tion of being as white as a sheet and having 
a few drops of blood on his forehead he was 


all right. 


Keeps Head High in Air. 

Robinson says that when he started on his 
second trial to reach the center of the city 
he went higher than usual 80 as to get free 
of the wind. 

When he reached a height of 800 feet he 
was struck by counter currents. The pro- 
peller was thrown against the end of the 
balloon, and the rapidly revolving wheel cut 
open the gas bag. Immediately it hegan to 
settle. 

Robinson kept his head and climbed quickly 
to the top of the propeller, which “ up- 
ended the balloon, forming a parachute. As 
soon as this was done the air entered the 
bag, and then the machine came down more 
gradually. 


Leaps to Ground; Safe. 


When within a few feet of the ground, 
Robinson jumped out. The engine and air- 
ship part was smashed, but the gas bag can 
be mended. 

It was planned for Robinson to make a 
flight this afternoon from Spring Grove park, 
two miles south of this city, to the center 
as an exhibition previous to his engagement 
next week. He was unable to sail north ow- 
ing to the winds from the east. After being 
up half an hour he came down and took in 
more gas. Then he started up again, intend- 
ing to go above the counter winds, and ran 
right into them.

Threatens Existence of Church. 

It generally is admitted in church circles 
the late church scandal is the cause of the 
pastor's resignation, and that he left the city 
to avoid the unpleasantness it has oceasioned 
by placing him as a sort of clearing house for 
the contentions of both “ sides The exist- 
ence of the church is threatened. Members 
say the membership has fallen off greatly of 
late. It is further rumored from authentic 
sources that the Jewish synmacogue of the 
vicinity is negotiating the purchase of the 
church and that Mr. Drew will persuade his 
former followers to worship with him at the 
old Second Baptist church, in Morgan street. 
Mr. Drew will conduct a bible study class 
there.

the dismissal of Mra. West. 


Calls It Nest of Gossips. 

It's a nest of gossips,”’ said Mrs. West 
yesterday. No church could exist with 
any degree of Christianity under such cir- 
cumstances. Whatever charges the board of 
trustees made against me are due entirely to 
women gossips.’’ 

The dismissal from the church membership 
came to Mrs. West out of a clear sky.“ 
she said. The congregation is divided on the 
way Mrs. West was put out of the church. 
According to the anonymous letter issued 
dy order of the trustees,” which ejected 
Mrs. West, church law didn’t cut much 
figure. , 

“The church constitution requires that I 
be. given a trial and that the charges be pre- 
ferred,’ said Mrs. West. My husband went 
to Mr. Drew and to members of the board and 
demanded the charges be made known, but 
could get no satisfaction.” I recognize the 
writing of the letter as that of Mr. Drew. We 
have sifted the matter to the bottom, and 
my husband will start suit against the two 
women responsible for my dismissal.” 

Although no one seems to know what the 
board’s charges against Mrs. West were, 
the general rumor ig she talkestoo much. 
It was rumored she aseociated the name of 
a church woman with a boarder. 


How the Scandal Spread.

Mrs. West, and IJ went to Mrs. Carrie 
Krippner, 930 West Twelfth street, who is 
63 years old, and demanded an explanation. 
She referred me to Mrs. Maude Kennedy- 
Steiner, who lives near Leavitt and West 
Taylor streets, declaring that she put no 
stock in the report. Here is the story Mrs. 
Steiner put up: ‘Why, Mrs. Davis told my 
mother and my mother told me and I told 
Mrs. Krippner.“ Now Mrs. Davis has moved 
out of the city, but I intend to find her. My 
husband made Mre Steiner sga an affidavit 
as to the story.“ 

Mrs. West said she had received three 
anonymous ‘etters written dy the same 
woman.“

Acting Head of Department Says Criti- 
cism Is Unfair—Thinks Results, Un- 
der Existing Conditions, Good.

Washington, D. C., July 18. —Regarding a 
series of special articles in a service puhli- 
cation criticising adversely the battlesh 
of the navy Rear Admiral Willard H. Brown- 
son, acting secretary of the navy, today 
said, in substance: 

“That there were defects in the Oregon 
class and the Kentucky and Kearsarge is 
well known. In fact, these defects were dis- 
covered before the completion of those ships, 
but the wonder is that there were so few 
defects considering that they were the first 
heavy battleships bullt in this country. 

Compared to the battleships of other na- 

tions designed and built at the same time 
the Oregon class was conspicuously superior 
im ‘fact, that class was referred to by the 
leading, British technical papers at the time 
as, the! peerless battleship, and the interior 
arrangements and other points were of spe- 
etal excellence. 
It is true their armor was badly placed, 
but that arose from the addition to the ships 
of a great amount of material—stores and 
machinery—not- included in the design. It 
is also true that they lack balanced turrets, 
but when they were built there were no such 
turrets in any navy. 

Jam of opinion that if the whole situa- 
tion could be known it would be seen that 
other nations have had, and still are having,

MORGAN IN A POLICE COURT. 


Gotham Banker Appears Against 
Woman Swindler in London. 


SAYS HE NEVER KNEW OF HER 


Admits a Mistake in His Testimony 
Which She Discovers. 


LONDON, July 13.—J. Pierpont Morgan ap- 
peared in the West London police court today 
as a witness in the case of Mrs. Josephine 
Leslie, who was arrested at Newmarket July 
4 charged with defrauding members of well 
known families by false pretenses and who 
represented herself to be a friend of Mr. Mor- 
gan. 

The latter repudiated all knowledge of Mrs. 
Lesiie. He said he did not write to her advis- 
ing her to join one of his syndicates and never 
invited Mrs. Leslie, as alleged, to dine at his 
son's house. As a matter of fact, Mr. Morgan 
added, he was in New York at the time of the 
alleged invitation. 

On cross examination Mr. Morgan said he 
did not remember any invitation being sent 
to George Eastwick, the prisoner's father, for 
a public dinner which Mr. Morgan gave in 
New York. 


Corrected by the Prisoner, 

Asked where he spent his school days, Mr. 
Morgan replied: 

At Hartford and Boston.” 

The prisoner here interrupted the witness, 
saying: 

Pardon me. It was in Germany.” 

“O, ves,“ admitted Mr. Morgan. 
at the University of Goettingen.” 

Mr. Morgan, replying to further questions, 
said he knew several of those who attended 
Eastwick school, but, asked if he invited a 
college chum of that name to attend a dinner 
given to Dr. Chandler of New York, he re- 
plied: 

No. The committee attended to the invi- 
tations. It was not a dinner given to Dr. 
Chandler, but a reunion of students.’ 

Mr. Morgan was sure that his firm had no 
customer of the name of Eastwick, and he 
said it- was improbable that any of his busi- 
ness friends would speak of investments re- 
turning 12 per cent, which Mrs. Leslie said 
was to be the interest on money invested in 
the alleged Morgan syndicate. 

“I do not know many of that character,” 
said Mr. Morgan in conclusion. 


Confidence Cost Her’ $42,500. 


After the plaintiff, Miss Annie Blount, had 
testified briefly that she was induced to give 
Mrs. Leslie $42.500 on the strength of letters 
purporting to have been written by Mr. Mor- 
gan, promising huge returns, the case was 
adjourned. 

Prior to Mr. Morgan signing his evidence 
the clerk of the court, addressing the wit- 
ness, said: 

Lou are bound over to attend the New 
Bailey sessions, but you will receive notice 
when you are required to attend.“ 

Mr. Morgan replied: All right,“ 
the magistrate, and retired. 

In the course of the evidence it was stated 
that Mrs..Leslie was married before the 
American consul at Geneva, Switzerland, and 
left her husband in Switter@.nd in 1006.

Then Hawley produced the 
clerk of a Salt Lake hotel who had with him 
the records of the hotel showing that Or- 
chard registered there several days before 
the time set by Elliott and staid two weeks 
after Elliott’s date. 


Victim of Orchard Aids State. 


Dan Gainey, one of the victims of the Inde- 
pendence depot explosion, was called to 
impeach the testimony of Dominick Flynn, 
the Mullen cigar seller, who swore to playing 
poker with Orchard at Mullen.on the Bunker 
Hill riot day. Gainey lost both feet as a 
result of the explosion, but gets around 
nimbly on cork legs. He had lived with 
Orchard for a while in the Coeur d’ Alénes, 
but had not seen him for some time when, 
early in May. 1800, he went to Flynn to in- 
quire about him. Flynn said he had not seen 
Orchard but once for a month, and that was 
several days before, at Burke, when they 
had been playing poker together. 

R. E. Grimshaw, a county official from 
Deadwood, was the medium by which Hawley 
got in the record of the conviction of John M. 
O'Neill, editor of the miners’ magazine, who 
was sentenced to a year and a half in the 
Detroit penitentiary for killing a man in 
Deadwood in the winter of 1880. 


One Witness Made Out Perjurer. 


A witness from Denver contradicted the 
story of Dr. Magee of Mullen, who told of 
seeing Orchard in Wallace in the summer 
of 1004. The Denver man runs the rooming 
house where Orchard was stopping at tho 
time fixed by Magee. Sheriff Thayley of 
Sheshone county was also called to rebutt 
Magee's story, but his testimony did not 
amount to much. 

Then Hawley called August Paulson, the 
former partner of Orchard in the Hercules 
mine, the man whose children Orchard said 
Dave Coates had proposed to kidnap. He 
was not examined about the kidnaping prop- 
osition, but as to the time of sale of Orehard's 
interest in the mine. There was a lot of 
fighting over the introduction of the testi- 
mony, the fense contesting every step on 
the ground that it was not proper rebuttal. 
Hawley finally managed to bring out that in 
the spring of 1899 Orchard ceased to exer- 
c'se any control or ownership in the property 
and that Dan Cardona took his place in 
those respects. 

Paulson said he and Orchard were on in- 
timate terms, but he did not see Orchard in 
Wallace in the summer of 1904, when Magee 
testified to meeting him. 


Defense Lawyer Fights Like Tiger. 

When Paulson was excused Hawley intro- 
duced the two deeds, one by which Orchard 
acquired his interest and the other by which 
he transferred it to Cardona. This one was 
duly recorded on March 8, 1898, showing that 
Orchard had had no interest in the mine since 
that date. 

Roy Kingsbury, clerk of the Federal Min- 
ing company, present owner of the Tiger 
and Poorman mine, brought up the books to 
show that Orchard worked before and for a 
few days after the Bunker Hill riot Cay. 
Richardson fought this so hard that Hawley 
withdrew the witness until Monday, in order 
to look up authorities. 

Another Federal company employé was 
called to show that the saloons in Gem were 
closed on Bunker Hill day, but it turned 
out that his observation was timed to ten 
minutes in town, and he did not amount to 
much. 


New Confession Startles Court. 

Then came the star witness of the day, 
William Dewey, a husky black mustached, 
hawk beaked miner from Goldfield, Col., one 
of the Cripple Creek district towns. He is 
working now in the Vindicator mine. Rich- 
ardson objected to the first two or three 
questions asked Dewey on the ground that 
it was not proper rebuttal, but it soon de- 
veloped that Dewey's story was sure enough 
rebuttal of the most vivid character.

Describes Raid on Wardner. 


He was getting the men fn shape to march 
up the hill,“ said Dewey, and was giving 
birections. He told all the men with long 
guns to get in front. They marched off and 
I fell in with them. We went to withm a 
short distance of the mill, and the column 
was halted. Davis, with six or eight other 
men, went Into the mill, and that was the 
last I sew of him until after the mill was 
blown up, and we started back for the train.

He ad- 
mitted the superintendent had told him to go 
to Denver, and that it was the orders of Mr. 
Campbell, the manager of the mine. He had 
been told he would get wages, $4 a day, and 
his expenses. He had gone to the Denver 
office of the Pinkertons and had received $50 
there, out of which he had bought his ticket. 
He got to Boise this morning. Richardson 
wanted to know how it happened that he had 
been silent for eight years since the Bunker 
Hill riot. 

I first concluded to tell what I knew,” 
said Dewey, when I read about Orchard’s 
testimony in the newspapers and saw all 
these denials of it.” 

Richardson bored in hard on this point, but 
Dewey stuck to his guns. He said that he 
was not anxious to come here to testify, but 
was willing, and ‘came partly to corroborate 
Orchard and partly because he thought it 
was only justice.” 


State Goes After Perjurers. 


The prosecution today has begun to act in 
the cases of witnesses for the defense who 
have given testimony which the staté has 
evidence was perjured. This afternoon Sheriff 
W. J. Bailey of Shoshone county swore out 
a warrant for the arrest of Dr. I. L. Magee, 
the Wallace physician who testified that he 
saw Orchard in Wallace in the lat 
ter part of July, 1904, charging him 
with perjury.

For some time evidence has been coming 
into the possession of the state regarding the 
testimony of several of the witnesses for 
the defense, and preparations for the arrest 
of witnesses for perjury have been making 
for eome days. This isthe first case in which 
proceedings have begun, but it is Hkely that 
there will be other cases in a few days. Tho 
case of “ Big Bin Davis is under considers- 
tion.

DISPUTE RAILWAY’S CLAIM 
TO LAND IN RAVENSWOOD. 


Corporation Counsel Brundage and Dep- 
uty Commissioner Redieske Find 
Strip Occupied Without Authority. 


Corporation Counsel Brundage and Depu- 
ty Public Works Commissioner Redieske be- 
gan an investigation yesterday of the occu- 
patfon by the Chicago and Northwestern 
railwey of a thirteen foot strip of ground in 
West Ravenswood Park. 

Redieske was checking up on the elevation 
of the Northwestern tracks when he discoy- 
ered the alleged appropriation of ground. 
It is a strip several blocks long immediately 
north of Rosehill cemetery, and ostensibly 
‘s to be used as a siding for funeral trains. 
A strip of thirteen feet was granted the 
company in East Ravenswood Park by the 
council, but Redieske declares no rights in 
West Ravenswood Park were given. The 
company claims the strip by virtue of con- 
tinuous and uninterrupted occupation and 
usa ge. 

Mr. Brundage announced his department 
has adopted the policy of bringing damage 
sults against all street and sidewalk con- 
tractors on account of whose faulty work 
persons have been injured, with the result 
of obtaining damages from the city. 

The. city has been awarded a judgment of 
$407.26 against the Scully Paving company, 
which constructed the Loomis street pave- 
ment. Richard Farrell, who was injured in 
an accident because of the alleged defective 
pavement, recently obtained a judgment for 
the same amount against the city. 

‘On the recommendation of Building Com- 
missioner Downey, Police Chief Shippy or- 
dered the International theater closed be- 
cause of the violation of class 4 regulations 
in the building ordinance.

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LOCKED IN ASYLUM 


| Sons ot Mrs. Emily Mauer Are 


Indignant Because of Her 
Incarceration. 


TELL A STARTLING STORY 


Arrested and Sent to Asylum 


Wnen She Attacked Lawyer, 
Charged with Fraud. 


Mrs. Emily Mauer was released from the 
Hospital for the Insane at Dunning vester- 
day afsernoon after her sons had given her 
up for dead. For three months they had 
searched for her, but without result, and had 
almost given. up hope when a note reached 
Dr. Harry Mandler, 26 Clybourn avenue, one 
of her sons, from an anonymous source. The 
note inclosed another from his mother des- 
ging him to come to her and obtain her fe- | 
lease. 

Dr. Mandler lost no time in going to Dun- 
ning, and after an interview with Dr. O. C. 
Wilhite, the s endent, obtained the 
release of his m in his custody, 2 
Dr. Wilhite insisted that the woman was 
doubtedliy insane. This was — ete Ah 
denied by Dr. Mandler, but he agreed to be- 
come e and see that she had proper 


cars. 
Mrs. Mauer, who is a midwife, resided in 
Clyhourné avenue in a house adjoining that 


of her son, Dr. Mandler. She had an ex- 


tensive practice, which frequently called her 
outside the city, and for the first week or 60 
after her disappearance about the middle of 
April no apprehension was felt. 


Seek in Vain for Mother. 


When she failed to appear at that time, 
Dr. Mandler held a consultation with his two 
brothers, Louis and Charles Mandler, and 
fearing his mother had died suddenly in her 
flat, forcibly broke into the apartment. 
Everything was orderly and no trace of her 
was to be seen. Thoroughly alarmed by this 
time, but wishing to keep from publicity, the 
brothers made a search for their mother 
without informing the police. 

The note received Friday night by Dr. 
Mandler merely stated the writer, who signed 
no name, had been a visitor at the Dunning 
asylum, and while there had been approached 
by a patient who asked the inclosed note be 
sent to the person to whom it was addressed 
as soon as possible, . 

This note read as follows: 

My Son—Come to your mother; I am in Dunning. 
Come immediately—your mother needs you. 

Dr. Mandler went immediately to the inati- 
tution and from the lips of his mother heard 
a remarkable story. She said that she had 
been arrested on April 16 in front of the East 
Chicago avenue police station, held a pris- 
oner for several days in a cell, and then com- 
mitted to Dunning as an insane person. She 
claimed she had been given no opoprtunity 
to communicate with her relatives, but had 
been sent to the asylum after a short ex- 
amination. 


Police Version of the Case. 

Officials at the Chicago avenue police sta- 
tion recalled the arrest of Mrs. Mauer with 
little effort. They said she had attacked John 
Wagner, a lawyer living at Rogers Park, 
with an umbrella while they stood in front 
of the station, and that he had signed the 
complaint against her. Her case was called 
before Municipal Judge Himes, but was con- 
tinued, and when the case came to trial again 
it was announced that the woman had been 
committed to Dunning. 

It was said that officers had noticed the 
woman acting peculiarly and had hada phy- 
sician from the detention hospital examine 
her. He pronounced her insane, and she was 
committed to the institution through the 
County court. Judge Himes did not go into 
the case, the action of the County court leav- 
ing him without jurisdiction. 

Dr. Wilhite said he had observed the woman 
as soon as she arrived at Dunning, and there 
had never been any doubt in his mind but 
that the woman was unbalanced, although 
not at all inclined to be violent. 


Accused Wagner of Fraud. 
Wagner, the lawyer, Who is said to have 


deen attacked by Mrs. Mauer, was her at- 


torney at the time she obtained a divorce 
from her husband. She is said to have 
charged him with having defrauded her of a 
sum of money growing out of the case, and 
this was responsible for her attack. He 
continued to appear as her lawyer, according 
to the Chicago avenue police, and he asked 
for the continuance when the case was first 
called.

DETAILSOF POISON 
BEFORE THEJURY 


State Wins a Strong Point in 
the Trial of Billik for 
Murder. 


EXPERTS ON THE STAND. 


Facts Relating to Deaths of All 
Members of Vrzal Family 
Are Admitted. 


The state won a victory in the trial of Her- 
man Billik, the fortune teller and hypsotist, 
yesterday in getting before the jury direct 
evidence that others of the Vrzal family, as 
well as Mary, died from arsenical poison- 
ing. 


In the early part of the trial the state was 
refused permission to place before the jury 


of arsenic in the bodies of Martin, Rosa, and 
Ella Vrzel, as the charge against Bill in 
thie hearing is the murder of Mary Vreeal. 
The court then ruled that before the state 
could introduce such evidence from its ex- 
pert witnesses, sufficient evidence would have 
to be given to found a reagonable belief that 
Billik gave all the Vrzals poison. 


Found Arsenic in Bodies. 


When Assistant State's Attorney Popham, 
at the conclusion of the cross examination of 
Mrs. Emma Vrzal-Nieman, called Dr. Walter 
H. Haines to the stand, Attorneys Hinkley 
and Davie for the defense voiced loud objec- 
tions, which, after considerable delibera- 
tion, the court overruled. 

Prof. Haines, who is a chemical expert at 
Rush Medical college and medical lecturer 
at the University of Chicago, who previous- 
ly in the trial stated he had found arsenic 
sufficient to kill in the body of Mary Vreal, 
the father; Tillie, Rosa, and Ella Vraal an 
average of about two grains of afsenic, 
enough to produce death. He also stated the 
peison Mrs. Rosa Vrzal took was arsenic. 

Prof. Haines was followed on the stand 
by Prof. Mark Delfountaine of Rush Medical 
and Dr. Harold N. Moyer. They also had 
analyzed the various organs of the dead per- 
sons, under various chemical tests. Their 
testimony corroborated that of Prof. Haines. 


Mrs. Billik Smiles at Husband. 


Mrs. Billik, wife of the accused fortune 
teller, daily occupies a seat within the rall- 
ing. some distance back of the defendant. 
She appears unmoved by the grewsome 
narratives told by the survivors of the fated 
Vreal family, and responds to the occasional 
glance of her husband with a smile. 

Most of the evidence of the day was of a 
technical nature, relative to the symptoms 
of arsenical poisoning, the amount neceseary 
to kill, and the length of time necessary to 
eliminate arsenic from the eysetem. Prof. 
Haines testified the bodies of Tillie and Rosa 
Vrzal showed the system had absorbed and 
eliminated considerable of the poison. This 
tended to prove the state's contention that 
for some time before the fatal dose was ad- 


) ministered the girls had undergone a treat- 


ment of slow poisoning. 

“The Vrsal children show remarkable 
memories, said Attorney Popham. “ They 
all have made excellent witnesses because 
of their ability to remember dates. Not 
one of them has fallen down on cross examin- 
ation, although there is @ nnen of 
dates and events.’

Finishes in Lead in 24-Hour Mo- 
8 tor Race at Harlem. 


PICARD LODGES A PROTEST. 


Claim Made That Matheson Won on 
Track, Not on Score Sheet. 


Charles A. Coey of the Chicago Automo- 
bile club, driving a Thomas car. was declared 
by the officials of the automobile meet at 
Harlem to be the winner of the twenty-four 
hour race which ended at 4:46 o'clock yester- 
day afternoon, the scorers giving Coey credit 
for 846 miles. 

This decision, however, is questioned by 
Paul Picard, local representative of the 
Matheson car, which was placed second in 
the final result, four miles behind the 
Thomas, Picard claiming his entry had been 
given the worst of it by the scorekeeper, and 
that In reality the Matheson won the event. 

Picard has placed his claims.in writing and 
has dectared his intention to carry the mat- 
ter up to the American Automobile associa- 
tion if necessary. He claims to have as wit- 
neeses several of the prominent local dealers, 
like Walden W. Shaw and others, who as- 
sert their private count makes the Matheson 
the winner. This evidence Picard intends to 
gather and present to the proper officials. A 
bitter fight is predicted, as a number of prom- 
nent automobile men believe that Picard 16 
in the right. 


Accidents Stop Three Cars. 


Coey’s alleged victory was gained only after 
three of his most formidable opponents had 
been sidetracked through accidents. For the 
first two hours George Schoeneck, in a Pope- 
Toledo, set such a pace it seemed a foregone 
conclusion he would land the first prize. 
Then a cylinder head blew out and the little 
fellow was forced to relinquish his lead. 

Farnsworth and his mate, in the Cadillac. 
then became the contenders, and at the end 
of the fourth hour the team had caught and 
passed Coey and was two miles to the good. 
Coey pulled up even and passed the Cadillac 
in the sixth hour, when a break on the relief 
car slowed the Foster entry.

A leaky radiator devel- 
oped when the Matheson was 4 mile to the 
good and with only another hour to go, and 
this mishap gave Coey the chance to get in 
front and stay there to the end. 


Matheson Given 842 Miles. 

The official figures give the Matheson 842 
miles. The Haynes was a good third with 
815 miles; the Cadillac was fourth with 790 
miles, and the other finisher was the Mitchell, 
with 719 miles. 

Coey’s mark of 846 miles was far from being 
a record, but still good when the condition of 
the track is taken into consideration. The 
best record for a team race of this character 
is 1,185 miles, made by Kulick and Lorimer 
in a Ford six cylinder at Detroit a month 
back. 

The meet was run by the Chicago Automo- 
bile club in the way of entertainment for the 
Glidden tourists. Five thousand other peo- 
ple thought they would like the show and in 
consequence the big grand stands were 
crowded to their fullest capacity. The crowd 
got a run for its money too. 

At 2 o'clock in the afternoon when the 
stands began to fill it looked as if Coey hada 
safe lead. At the end of the twenty-first 
hour, however, the Matheson loomed up as 
a most importent factor, for at that time 
Dave Buck, one of Paul Pieard's demonstra- 
tors, pulled the Matheson up to Coey's heels. 
He was paired with Ralph Mongini, but it 
was his clever driving that put the Matheson 
where it was. 


Buck Rewarded in Long Chase. 

Yesterday morning at 2 o'clock the Mathe- 
son ‘was twenty-five miles behind and ap- 
parently hopelessly beaten, But Buck was 
not discouraged. He settled down to work, 
and occasionally relieved by Mongini he 
went after the leader. When in the twenty- 
| first hour he made up the lost ground and 
sailed by Coey into a lead of one mile, which 
he and many of the spectators thought would 
be big enough to win 


Byt Buck reckoned without his host, for at

830 miles while Mongini was driving, the 
radiator pump developed a bad leak and 
Mongini came to a stop in the backstretch. 
Buck, tn the relief car, was not ready to go 
on, and in consequence Coey picked up the 
lost mile and added several more to it, with 
the result that at the end of the twenty- 
third hour he was six miles te the good. 

Then the Matheson pair went after bim. 
Foot by foot they picked up and the people 
in the stands were looking for a neck and 
neck finish. Watches showed the Matheson 
to be gaining from ten to fifteen seconds a 
mile, but the time was too short to close the 
gap opened by the eccident, and as the flag 
waved for the finish Coey was four miles 
ahead of the L.atheson. 


Coey Keeps Close to Wheel. 


In .the race yesterday Coey was at the 
wheel most of the time. In the earlier hours 
of the struggle he had as a relief Gus Kabba, 
but at the end of sixteen hours the young- 
ster's eyes went to the bad aad he was forced 
to make a trip to the Oak Park hospital for 
relief. 

Eight cars started in the race Friday aft- 
ernoon and five finished. The No. 5 Cadillac 
which was driven by Bagnall) dropped out 
Friday night because of trouble with a con- 
necting rod.

FEATURE A 85,000 PURSE. 


Highball, Sonoma Girl, Sadie 
Fogg, and Others Will Make 
Up the Field.

For the first time in the history of harness 
racing Chicago lovers of the sport have a 
chance to see the stars of the grand circuit 
perform before they have twinkled in their 
regularly advertised orbit, the occasion being 
the three days’ meeting at Libertyville, which 
will begin next Tuesday. 

The brilliant performance of Highball and 
Sonoma Girl on the 4th of July when the 
California ‘mare forced the Geers horse to 
trot a mile in 2:06% and then come back in 
2:08 was a record breaker for green trotters. 
. Ordinarily it would be absurd to suggest a 
still faster mile this week by the same horses, 
but if the track and weather conditions are. 
favorable it is almost certain that in the big 
$5,000 purse in which Highball, Sonoma Girl, 
Gadie Fogg. and others are engaged 2:06% 
will be beaten. Previous to the 4th of July 
race the best working mile by Highball at 
Libertyville was 2:08%, while Sonome Girl's 
was 2:10, and yet the mare made the gelding 
trot in 2:06%. 


Remarkable Exhibition of Speed. 


That race did Sonoma Girl a lot of good, as 
Was evident when she came out of !t in good 
_ ghape, but last Wednesday, the regular fast 

workout day of the three most prominent 
entrants in the 2:20 purse, Sonoma Girl, 
Highball, and Sadie Fogg, those horses gave 
the most remarkable exhibition of speed ever 
put up by green trotters, the best mile of each 
far surpassing the performance of any green 
trotter, either in work or races. 

In brief, Highball trotted in 2:06, Sonoma 

Girl in 2:07, and Sadie Fogg in 2:08. Geers’ 
„Borse and the California mare each put in 

final quarter in :30, while McDonald's en- 

try was satiefied with :31 for that distance. 

The weed shown by those three trottcrs 

and the fact that each isa perfect racing tool 
practically reduces the big purses for rlow 
class trotters down the grand circuit to @ 
match between them.

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Ball players, especially those of the old 
school, believe that their bats cithér are 
lucky or unlucky, -Many players Hold 
their favorite bats in reverential awe, and 
some of them, if they suddenly cease to 
make hits, believe their bats are 
hoodooed,,and cut them up or paint ne 38 
or scrape them, to restore their efficiency. 

Ball players will deny, if asked directly. 
that they are superstitious about their 
bats, but {f any one attempts to borrow 
or use their favorites, there is sure to be a 
howl. Bats are selected with the greatest 
care. weighed, balanced, scraped, the 
grips are changed, taped, and tapered to 
guit the owner, and often the breaking of 
a single bat will put a .300 hitter down into 
the .200 class. 

Confidence is two-thirds of batting, and 
if a man has placed his confidence in a 
single bat and that bat breaks, he quits 
hitting. That's all there fs to that. He 
will laugh at and ridicule the idea himself, 
put nevertheless he cant hit with any 
other bat unt he finds a new favorite,

Petey Gladiator Browning was one of 
the biggest “‘ bugs about bats that ever 
played the game. He had more bats than 
any player ever had, and he carried them 
all on the road.

The moment the team 
would arrive at a hotel Roger would take 
hin bate to his room and proceed to oil, 

' ecrape, and tend to them, and when this 
was done he would hang them from the 
‘windows of his room in the sun. 

Anson, who used the heaviest clubs. of 
any player that ever swung at a ball, in- 
vented a split basswood bat. The core of 
the bat was of ash. with bamboo cnd bass- 
wood ‘cut and joined together over it as in 
fishing ‘poles. He did fearful execution 
with that bat, but it finally wore out. 

Frank Isbell's “ Big Betsy.“ with which 
he made four doubles in one game during 
the world’s championship series against 
the Cubs, was the bat that put the White 
Sox in the pennant. The early history of 
the bat is unknown, but it is believed Issy

Many queries regarding the world's series’ 
averages have been received this year, and 
all previous ones were answered-according 
to the official figures published in the stand- 
ard guides. These give the Cubs a team 
batting average of .201, and the Sox 107. But 
the claim was mede last week by a local fan 
that the official figures published gare incor- 
rect. 3 

Careful investies tlon showed the oma 
scorers made a clerical’ error in addition 
according to their own figures. Their totals 
give the Cubs 170 times at bat for the series 
ipl ar 8 5 Ur Cubs’ times at bat in 
the ‘detailed official scores, theito 
difference of 5. 7 * 

Going farther into the detailed omelal 
scores it was found one mistake was made 
on Sheckard, He is given a total of seven- 
teen times at bat for the series. The officia! 
scores show his total to be twenty-one. That 
accounted for four of the missing times at 
bat. Pfiester.is not given any times at bat n 
the totals, but the detalled scores show he 
had two. That makes an apparent discrep- 
ancy of six, but still another mistake was 
made on Reulbach, whose total is given as 
four times at bat when the scores show he 
had only three. This reduces the discrep- 
ancy to the original five. 

All the other totals check up correctly, but 
the addition of those five times at bat to the 
Cubs’ total reduces their team batting av- 
erage from 201 to 195; giving the Sox a margin 
of 2 points in team batting for the series. 

This can be tested by any doubter by check- 
ing up the detailed and composite officia! 
scores in any of the 1907 baseball guides. 
The correct figures are Sox, 187 times at bat, 
37 hits, team average, .107; Cubs, 184 times 
at bat, 26 hits, team average. 108.

New York Bankers Abroad See 
Roseate Future Over Here. 


ROOSEVELT’S WORK TO TELL. 


Return to Normal Healthy Financial 
Conditions in Sight They Say. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ]

PARIS, July 13.—William A. Nash, presi- 

dent of the Corn Exchange bank, New York, 
left Paris today for Aix les Baine, whence he 
will go to Italy, returning home at the end 
of August. 

Nash has just returned from an automo- 
bile trip in Touraine with his son, Warren 
B. Nash, and Fred J. Middlebrook. President 
Nash said today he is enjoying his annual 
holiday untroubled by husiness cares. 

“TI have. heard nothing from home,“ he 
said in the course of a chat before his de- 
parture from Paris, which is a sign of 
new or untoward developments. We have 
been passing through a period similar to that 
of 1003, and in a year or two from now we 
shall be able to appreciate the benefits of 
what really is a salutary check. Meanwhile 
we have need of economy, must curtail our 
expenditures, and limit our extravagance. 
If we do that, by the time the next presiden- 
tial election is over we shall be on a sounder 
basis than ever.“ 


Applauds Roosevelt’s Policy. 

Discussing the possibility of the refusal of 
President Roosevelt to run again, even if 
renominated; Mr. Nash said: 

In any case the widespread desire for 
Roosevelt's renomination is a striking tribute 
to him. Unlike many of my friends and 
fellow bankers, I don't think Roosevelt's at- 
titude is antagonistic to capital. He has 
done only what somebody would have had to 
do sooner or later, and I think it much bet- 
ter that he should have done it than some 
others whose policy is less consistent and 
more dangerous. As I say, I differ in tnis 
opinion from many bankers, but we had en- 
tered upon a period of extravagance and 
wasteful expenditure, and I am convinced 
that in calling a halt Roosevelt has performed 
a salutary action. He corrected what had 
to be corrected.” 

Mr. Nash considers there is need for re- 
form in the methods by which the market 
rates of money are regulated. The people 
who need money, he says, are not specula- 
tors, but men in industrial and commercial 
undertakings, corporations, and railroads, 
and rates should depend upon their require- 
ments.and not as at present be based upon 
the speculative conditions. 


Henri Goldman Sees Bright Future. 

Henri Goldman, senior partner of the New 
York banking firm of Goldman, Sachs & Co., 
in an interview today said: 

„% America has indulged in the last ten years 
in a debauch of speculation. Since the Bryan 
episode we've had a condition of affairs 
which has induced people to commit them- 
selves beyond the bounds of prudence. All 
kinds of combinations among railroad inter- 
ests were discussed and daily roads bought 
one another up and thousands of small capi- 
taliste saw in these operations opportunities 
to make money. A majority having now 
burnt their fingers sufficiently the unhealthy 
excitement has subsided and there now is 
nothing in the situation to indicate specula- 
tion. Prudent business men, seeing the’ve 
gone quite far enough, are reducing commit- 
ments. 

„ Contrary to the view taken by some other 
bankers, I believe the altered conditions will 
show themselves before the end of the year in 
a decidedly easy money market. The position 
is perfectly sound with no elements of weak- 
ness. Crops in general are not quite equal 
to the average, but probably will figure 90 
per cent of the normal, and this ought to de 
considered reasonable and satisfactory, as 
we cannot expect pature te DORE out weasth

PIUS ENJOYS WARM SEASON. 


Cardinals Would Visit St. Paul, Minn., 
Cathedral.

ROME, July 13.—The old order is indeed 

changing and giving place to the new when 
the Eternal city is accepted as a healthful 
summer resort. Rome the malarial, Rome 
the suffering, and Rome the unhealthy is 
now considered cool, healthy, and fever free. 
In fact, for the first time its true value 18 
The climate is peculiar, for 
while the thermometer in May registered 
vO degrees in the shade, there is always a 
breeze which at evening sometimes turns 
really cold, blowing straight from the sea. 

That the Eternal city is not what it was 
heretofore considered, and that the foreign- 
ers are beginning to find it out, is shown 
by a mere walk in the streets. 

Mgr. Kennedy, rector of the American col- 
lege, says that he is overrun with applica- 
tions from Americans to see the holy father 
and that there are now parties here from 
Washington and Baltimore, sixty of whom 
applied to him in one day. One venture- 
some American woman, overcome with pity 
for the plight of the pontiff, who must stop 
at the vatican all summer, said to him im- 
pulsively: ‘“‘I sympathize so heartily with 
your holiness. How will you ever be able to 
endure the weather here?“ 

Pius laughed and said, “My daughter, I 
thank you for the sympathy, but it is un- 
needed. Summer is the time I enjoy most and 
in which I suffer the least. Pray leave me 
that pleasure.“ 


Cardinals Enjoy Roman Summer. 

And what is true of Pius is true also of 
those members of the college of cardinals 
who live in Rome. The rules governing the so- 
called cardinals of the curia who live at Rome 
are strict and only on especial occasions can 
one of them leave the Eternal city without 
first asking permission of the pontiff. The 
cardinal cannot go into the diocese of a 
brother cardinal without leave, even if the 
two dioceses adjoin. If a cardinal takes a 
holiday, and some do, it is always in Sep- 
tember, and their roving must be confined 
to Italy. hese conditions practically date 
from 1870, when the pope became a prison- 
er and his college of cardinals then recog- 
nized that they also should restrict their 
liberty as a sign of sympathy and protest. 

It has been one of the unwritten laws that 
no cardinal should leave Italy except as a 
papal legate and this was strictly kept until 
three years ago, when Cardinal Satolli asked 
Pius X. during a private audience to be al- 
lowed to go to the United States for private 
reasons. 

Satolli First Exception. 

All the world knows he gained the cov- 
eted permission and his enemies say he 
„ sprang the request upon the pontiff when 
he was alone trading on his known dislike 
to saying “no.” Pius afterwards, it is 
claimed, repented and would have liked to 
withdraw the “yes,” Dut it was too late. 
Since that time the pontiff has become less 
liberal, so further permission of the kind is 
unlikely. However, a test case will soon 
arise, as at least four cardinals are credited 
with keeping an eye on Mgr. Ireland's fa- 
mous cathedral at St. Paul, Minn., for the 
purpose of asking to be present at any cere- 
monial there. All cannot be allowed to go 
and they desire to avoid selection.

PARIS, July 13.—J. P. Morgan is back in 

Paris again and fully enjoying the free and 
easy life of the French capital this season, 
when even social conventions are relaxed 
and one goes how and where one pleases. 
The other evening saw this man of millions 
driving off to dinner in an ordinary cab, and 
a pretty rickety one at that, along Rue de la 
Paix. Though the night was turning cold, 
Morgan wore no overcoat over his evening 
clothes. 

Just behind his flacre came a remarkable 
turnout, drawn by a pair of spirited mules, 
with jangling silver harness. The coachman 
was in a striking gray livery and in the car- 
riage was Mme. Rejane. 


Buys Many Art Treasures. 

Apropos on Morgan's purchase of art 
treasures from the Strozzi palace a corre- 
spondent at Rome writes that Morgan paida 
visit to the Strozzi palace while in Florence 
and bought much furniture of the library, 
some tapestry, embroideries, some decorative 
pictures, and a numberof architectural or- 
naments, These are all precious through their 
historical associations. The value of Mor- 
gan’s purchase from Prince Strogzi has been 
estimated at anything from 50,000 lire to 
250,000. The bulk of the Strozzi collection 
was Ulapereed years ago, the largest part 
going to Berlin and Munich. To Prince 
Strozzi remains his unique palace, which ru- 
mor credits him with desiring to part with 
to an American. He will algo, it is said esl 
various art treasures such as the San Lorenzo 
of Bernin, a Della Robbia Madonna, and a 
few others scattered about the palace.

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ALMA TADEMA IN HUGE CANVAS 
DEPICTS GLORY OF OLD ROME. 


Modern Civilization’s Knowledge of An- 
cient City’s Luxury and Bravery 
Summed Up in Artist’s Masterpiece.

LONDON, July 13.—4A picture Sir Lawrence 

Alma Tadema was unable to finish in time for 
the Academy exposition and now completed, 
is in a Bond street gallery. It is a canvas 
five feet long, in which the artist presents 
a tableau designed, he says, to visualize the 
bravery and luxury of Rome at its height and 
to sum up the knowledge of Roman life civill- 
zation has acquired by years of study. The 
period is the time of Septimus Syrus and his 
eons, Geta and Caracalla, and the picture 
takes its name from these sons. 

The tableau assumes the form of a festival 
in the Colosseum. According to a description 
furnished by an admiring critic, the central 
figures are members of the imperial family 
at the arena at a tournament of bear bait- 
ing. The eye rests first on the central figures 
and all are finished, en to the finger nail 
that leaps upward through the columnary 
intervale to the furtherest recess of the gal- 
lerles, where the dense shadows are deep- 
ened by a glow from the awning of rose col- 
ored cloth. The distant figures are dim and 
minute of necessity, but painted with mar- 
velous finish. 

In the gulf of space there is nothing to in- 
terfere save the thin blue wreaths of smoke 
that rise here and there from silver censers 
in the calm air drenched with the ripple of 
many fountains and the perfume of roses.

THE SORROWS OF OUIDA. 
It is a pleasant conclusion to the dis- 


$750 has been granted to her from the 
British civil list. This is an insignificant 
sum as compared with the thousands of 
pounds she has earned and lavished in 
her lifetime, but it is at least sufficient 
to keep her in comfort if it is properly 
used, 

Opinions. will differ as to the benefit 
Ouida has conferred on English literature. 
It is true that so much that is mere- 
tricious has beeh lumped with so much 
that is good he must be a dispassionate 
critic to speak with patience. And 
strange it is that one who could on oc- 
casion turn out a little story that is a 
classic in its beauty, its simplicity, its 
perfection of literary form; and exquisite- 
ness of sentiment, could follow it with 
the cheapest kind of hysterical and erotic 
nonsense. Ouida's literary work was fash- 
ioned after the style of her manners 
now charming and irresistibly gracious, 
now rude and insufferable beyond descrip- 
tion. It must have been Ouida whom 
the discouraged gentleman had in mind 
when, in speaking of the artistic tempera- 
ment, he said that the artistic tempera- 
ment is merely another name for bad man- 
ners. 

But whatever may be thought of 
Onida’s literary accomplishment nobody 
will regret that her material necessities 
have been relieved. It is nothing to the 
point that she brought her misfortunes 
on herself, that she was reduced to penury 
by reckless extravagante, by the most 
ingane enterprises, and by herewaste of 
money on dogs and horses that in reality 
profited little by the expenditure. She 
had reached a stage where it was neces- 
sary to provide the means of living for 
her, and the British government found 
the means in a pension. Possibly the gov- 
ernment was not profoundly moved by the 
merit of her literary offefings, but at 
least it reflected that she lad been for 
many years a notable literary character, 
that she had contributed more or less to 
the happiness of many reading people

AMERICAN MEDICAL OOLS. 

At the recent meeting of American 
Medical association an exhaustive report 
was made on the subject of medical edu- 
cation in the United States. Its findings 
were the result of an investigation which 
a special committee has been carrying on 
for three years, during which time there 
was personal inspection of every medical 
school in the country. The conclusion 
reached in the report is that, while there 
are types of the best instruction and the 


below that of other countries, notably of 
England, France, and Germany. 

There are 160 medical schools in the 
United States, more than are found in all 
the European countries combined. Of 
these institutions only one-half, so the 
committee reports, are properly equipped 
to teach modern medicine. Thirty per 
cent of the others are doing poor work and 
need to make great improvements in their 
facilties. The remaining 20 per cent are 
unworthy of recognition. 

There has been such a marked advance 
In the sciences in recent years that the 
medical student has to be much better 
trained to hold his own than formerly was 
the case. The ideal education now de- 
manded calls.for a four years’ preparatory 
course, a year of chemistry, physics, and 
biology, two years in well equipped labora- 
tories of anatomy, physiology, pathology, 
and pharmacology, two years in clinical 
work in dispensaries and hospitals, and a 
year of experience as interne in a hos- 
pital. 

To enable the medica! profession to at- 
tain euch a high standard of excellence 
two things are absolutely essential. There 
must be endowments for medicine and 
there must be better state legislation reg- 
ulating medical practice and licensure. 
The day is past when the best results can 
be obtained from schools conducted for 
profit. The fees of students are not suffi- 
cient to meet the needed expenditures. If 


secured by curtailing the outlays for needed 
equipment. The deterioration of instruc- 
tion is an inevitable result of such condi- 
tions. There have been some endowments 
secured for special investigations, but 
there is for philanthropists with means a 
great field which is practically untouched. 

Many of the states have enacted legisla- 
tion looking toward a steady improvement 
of the conditions of practice and admission 
to practice. Strict examinations will weed 
out many of the unworthy and thus save 
the people from charlatans. There is 
much to be done before the United States 
may hope to compete on equal terms in 
medicine with countries which are our 
rivals in commerce, arts, and science. 

Illinois lags behind in this matter. Chi- 
cago has thirteen of the 160 medical 
schools of the country, not counting four 
post-graduate institutions. It is the center 
of American médical education, 3,500 stu- 
dents being enrolled in its schools each 
year. It is said that more students are 
admitted to practice in Illinois than in any 
other state in the union, many coming 
here for examination and then returning 
to their home states for practice. Such 
a condition of things justly gives rise to 
suspicion of the Illinois examinations. 
Some of our schools are steadily raising 
their standards and increasing their equip- 
ment. The state ought to go forward in 
other respects, following the lines of the 
report of the American Medical associa- 
tion. 


THE EVER PRESENT BAD BOY. 

Lamentation is heard coming from the 
councils of the National Educational asso- 
ciation, The bad boy is among us, con- 
siderably worse than the fondest expecta- 
tions could hope for, and growing no bet- 
ter with rapidity. He has no regard for 
duty, no respect for age, no disposition to 
surrender pleasure, no appreciation of au- 
thority, etc., etc., to the end of a long and 
dolorous chapter. Hence the earliest 
thought and action of our leaders of 
opinion“ are solemnly requested. 

Now, the bad boy is not a remarkable 
discovery on the part of the educational 
association. He has been figuring in so- 
ciety for a long term of years. Mr. 
| Aldrich pictured the bad boy as he ex- 
isted a generation ago, when he was con- 
sidered quite a hopeless proposition. In 
1783, or thereabout, Thomas Day in 
“Sandford and Merton” drew a striking 
likeness of the bad boy of the period, ex- 
hibiting the same practically hopeless 
characteristics. Fifty years before this 
time good old Dr. Watts mourned pathet- 
ically over the degeneracy of youth and 
contrasted the wicked, irresponsible, un- 
reasoning boy of 1730 with the fine, man- 
ly, religious, respectful youth of the latter 
part of the seventeenth century. And so 
we go back with the waves of bad boys 
and wicked children“ hundreds and hun- 
dreds of years until we reach the hairless 
Elisha tormented by the bad boys of 
Bethel until the two she bears came out 
of the wood and dined sumptuously and 
made instructive history. 

So we may call the attention of the 
educational association to the fact that no 
age has had, or is likely to have, a monop- 
oly of bad boys. Indeed, it may be as- 
serted with confidence that the boys of 
today are, if anything, somewhat better 
than their wicked forerunners. With 
what serenity our modern prophets walk 
the street, unregarded by the mischievous 
youth. One cannot picture the bad boys 
of today scoffing and jeering, and saying 
to Mr. Louis Post in particular and other 
prophets in general, “Go up, thou bald 
head!“ Indeed, nowhere is there evidence 
of an unusually perverse generation or As- 
surance of a degree of depravity beyond 
the experience of our ancestors in their 
dealings with the child problem. 

Therefore are we not specially con- 
cerned in supplementing the frightened 
appeal of the educational association for 
extraordinary discipline of the rising 
youth. It is quite likely that the boys, 
even the bad boys, of our time will size 
up creditably with the boys of Elisha’s 
Bethel or Dr. Watts’ end of the seven- 
teenth century. Possibly the boy is no bet- 
ter, no worse, than a healthy boy has been 
and will be. The genuinely bad boy al- 
ways will have somebody to weep for 
him, and so far as possible every reforma- 
tory influence should be brought to bear 
in his case. But as to the mass of boys, 
as boys, we need not despair. Of course 
it is expected that men of 50 or over, like

President Woodrow Wilson will 
pleased to learn of an application in fact 
of the principle which he laid down in 


to punish misdeeds of corporations was 
to imprison the responsible men, not to 
impose a fine. A Toledo judge has just 
sentenced thirty-one lumber dealers and 
brick manufacturers to six months each 
in the workhouse for violation of the state 
anti-trust law. In some of the cases he 
imposed a fine also, but he gave it as his 
opinion that in cases like these only im- 
prisonment could bring the offenders to 
a realization that they were ordinary crim- 
inals. A fine paid out of the profits of 
the illegal combination of the corpora- 
tions would be no hardship to any one 
and would be looked upon as a bit of in- 
cidental loss, hardly to be avoided and 
justified by the greater gain. Six months 
in the workhouse is another proposition. 

Under Ohio law the sentence is likely 
to stand. It was in the same Ohio city 
of Toledo that a similar sentence was Im- 
posed upon members of the local ice trust 
last year. An appeal was taken from 
that sentence on technical grounds, but so 
far the courts have sustained the court of 
Common Pleas. In the present case the 
same technical difficulty cannot arise, as 
the case has been conducted differently. 
Toledo is the city which elected Golden 
Rule Jones mayor and afterwards Brand 
Whitlock, so the decision of the court is 
sure to meet with popular approval as 
well as that of the higher courts. 

On theoretical grounds there is every 
reason to agree with President Wilson 
The practical value ot the scheme will 
now be tested. If the convicted capitalists 
emerge from their six months’ seclusion 
with better ideas of the power of the law 
something will have been gained. It 
makes little difference whether or not they 
are convinced that the law is a righteous 
one, The important thing is that ‘they 
recognize that it must be obeyed. Any 
attempt, grawing out of personal resent- 
ment, to secure the repeal of the law 
wonld be foredoomed. The only evasion 
of the law which would seem to have in 
it the prospect of even temporary success 
would be the creation of dummy boards 
of directors elected for the express pur- 
pose of going to jail. But in the cage of 
another prominent Ohio citizen ft has just 
been shown in Chicago that fearless 
judges have a way of getting at the real 
owners back of a dummy president. If 
there were a federal law like the Ohio 
one no doubt a jail sentence would pro- 
duce more startling changes in method 
‘than a fine is likely to do.

The record of gifts for philanthropic 
purposes in this country for 1907 will far 
exceed the total for any previous year, as 
has been stated already in Tun Tripuws. 
The total, indeed, for the first six months 
is much greater than that for any whole 
year in the past. The part that women 
have played in this beneficence is by no 
means the least interesting feature of it. 
Since the first of January, 1907. they 
have contributed, mostly by direct gift, 
$23,062,400 of the total sum. When wom- 
en’s opportunities are considered, as well 
as the comparatively small sums they 
‘possess, this is no ordinary showing. It 
suggests that women are just as generous 
as men so far as they have the ability to 
exercise their promptings—perhaps more 
so, for in proportion to the wealth con- 
trolled by them their contributions are 
larger. 

It is interesting also to note the direc- 
tions female generosity takes. Women 
have given to various forms of charity 
$15,589,640—or, nearly two-thirds of the 
total. This might have been expected, in 
view of their sympathetic natures and 
their promptness in coming to the relief 
of suffering. This large amount does 
not include gifts of small sums, which it is 
impossible to trace, nor the considerable 


genuity in fairs, bazaars, charity balls, 
and other entertainments managed by 
women. It represents money donated out- 
right in large sums. 

The next largest item in the showing is 
$4,605,267 to educational interests, mostly 
to colleges. Religions objects, in which 
are included missions and Young Men’s 
Christian associations, received $1,505,493. 
The artistic sentiment and love of culture 
is shown by the sum of $1,264,000 given 
to art galleries, museums, and other sim- 
ilar institutions. As women are devoted 
patrons of libraries it is strange that they 
have only given about $98,000 for that 
purpose. Perhaps they think that it is 
men's business to provide them with read- 
ing matter, or that Mr. Carnegie is doing 
all that is necessary in that line. Or, 
more likely, a stack of books is not 
emotional and does not appeal to sym- 
pathy. Whatever the cause, it is evident 
that libraries are not to any appreciable 
extent the object of woman’s beneficence. 


MILITARY. FIELD TRIPS. 

The value of the field trip as an aid to 
instruction has long been recognized by 
teachers. The geologist and botanist have 
used it for many years. The books by 
which these sciences are taught are well 
illustrated ordinarily. It is possible to 
give a student a fairly accurete notion of 
actual conditions in nature without leav- 
ing the class room. But the field trip 
illuminates everything. It reveals things 
as they are. The dead pictures of the 
text book become living realities. The 
knowledge gained from memorizing is vi- 
talised. 

The men from the school at Lea ven- 
worth who are riding along the line of 
march of Sherman through northern Geor- 
gia to Atlanta ought to find such a field 
trip a most helpful supplement to thelr 
studies of war. The terrifory is rich in

But the duke caused the gates 
of the castle to be closed against her, and she . 
sat outside with her two little boys, weep- 
ing and wailing that her heart would break. 
And break it did.. For in a short time after- 
wards the grave closed over her head, and 
her ne’ er-do-well husband and her twins were 
left to face the world. One of the twins died 
a short time after his mother’s death, and 
within a year his uncle, the last duke of 


Dougias, died, and the little boy, Archibald 


Douglas Stewart, thus became heir, not to 
the dukedom, which had become extinct, but 
to the barony of Douglas and to all the Doug- 
las estates, including Douglas castle. His 
right to this great heritage was, however, 
contested, and led to the famous Douglas 
case at Edinburgh, above mentioned. The 
court established his right, and it is his 
great-grandson, the earl of Home and Baron 
Douglas, who owns Douglas castle today. 
> 


Jurists have always questioned the decision 
in favor of Archibald Douglas, and point to 
the affair as the most signal instance in legal 
history of the triumph of sentimental preju- 
dice over reason and evidence. The latter 
to show that the alleged twins of 
Lady Jean Stewart were spurious, and had 
been procured from poor French families of 
the aristocracy.

A constitution which has enabled us to occupy so high a place in 
the family of nations and has clothed our government with every 
national attribute necessary for the assertion of dur self-respect at 
home and abroad needs no amendment in the direction of increased 


powers that would destroy the balance between them and those reserved

But it would be idle to close our eyes to the fact that there are 
many good people in this country to whom an enlargement of this 
national power seems attractive, and who would transfer to the genera! 
government many of the responsibilities and duties which have from 
the beginning been recognized as belonging to the local government and 
sovereignty of the states. It has been more than suggested that this 
enlargement of federal power should take place as the result of judicial 
action, and that by some of those subtle refinements of which the 
human mind is always capable and to which human language is always 
amenable we may create and aggrandize a national government that 
would strip the states of much of their reserved sovereignty. The 
greatest blessing of our system of government in the past has been that 
the people of the states, as separate bodies politic, have been compelled 
to develop their capacity for self-government and provide, by their own 
civic activity, fo- the healthful exercise of those great police powers 
upon which the well being and safety of the individual and of the com- 
munity must depend. 


The danger of this centralizing sentiment is that it appeals to the 
selfishness of human nature and to the willingness to be relieved of the 
burdens and ~esponsibilities of self-government.

sion of the general government into participation in the internal affairs 
of the states. We do not wish to close that door, but it does behoove 
all who love our institutions to guard, so far as they ean, against entry 
through it of those forces of centralization which, under the mere pre- 
2 of regulating interstate commerce, are now clamoring for ad- 
mission, 

Admitted unguardedly, they will throng thick and fast over all ths 
barriers of the constitution and reduce to ruin the citadel of local seif- 
government, so long and so fondly believed to be the palladium of our 
liberties. It is no fancied danger against which I presume to warn you, 
Examples of this mode of seeking to surmount the bulwarks erected by 
the constitution against encroachments on the rights of the states are in 
evidence at each session of congress. It is a trick easily practiced. It 
is only to insert in a bill the words ‘so far as affects commerce among 
the states,’ and there are never wanting those who, to forward private 
interests or class interests, propose enactments by congress to control 
the most intimate and exelusive police powers of the state—powers 
which affect the everyday business and conduct of their citizens. 

It hardly needs pointing out how dangerous such abuse of the 
tremendous power conferred by the commerce clause of the constitution 
may become. Thanks to the common sense and wisdom of congress, 
many of those propositions do pot escape the limbo of the committees to 
which they are consigned. But it sometimes happens otherwise. A 
conspicuous instance of this occurred in the last session of congress, 
An appeal to place all child labor under federal control, on the pretext 
that its product might enter into interstate commerce, was reported 
from the committee, and seriously and ably discussed by its distin- 
guished advocate, Of course, if one kind of labor can be brought in 
this way within the purview of congressional legislation, all kinds of 
labor can, and it is easy to see, if such projects were successful, that 
little power of managing their own affairs would be left to the states. 
Emasculated and degraded, we might expect that they would soon lapse 
into the condition.of provinces, to be governed by the satraps of a cen- 
tral government. 

Zealous reformers, as well as social sciolists, possessed with the 
sense of their own altruism, are eager to enlist for the advancement of 
their schemes the all pervading and powerful agency of the central 
government. They little heed the consequences that may flow from 
their mistakes, which will fall at once upon the whole people, from 


the coachman. This mutinous individual audaciously shouted, ‘ Where 
am Ito sit? But the privy council, incensed by his disloyalty, unani- 
mously opened the door and kicked him into the inside. He had all 
the inside places to himself; but such is the rapacity of ambitioa 
that he was still dissatisfied. ‘I say,’ he cried out in an extempore 
petition addressed to the emperor through the window—I say, how 
am I to catch hold of the reins? ‘ Anyhow,’ was the imperial answer, 
don't trouble me, man, in my glory. How catch the reins? Why, 
through the windows, through the keyhole—anyhow.’ Finally this 
contumacious coachinan lengthened the check strings to a sort of 
jury reins communicating with the horses, and with these he drove 
as steadily as Peking had any right to expect. The emperor re- 
turned after the briefest of circuits. He descended in great pomp 
from his throne, with the severest resolution never to remount it, and 
he dedicated the state coach thenceforward as a votive offering to the 
god Fo-Fo—whom the learned more accurately call Fi-Fi.“ 

Those who dread China as the yellow peril of the future should 
read Sir Henry Colville’s The Allies.“ In the first place, China is 
the most peace loving country in the world, so peace loving that she 
has as deep a scorn of the military profession as Japan has of the mer- 
cantile profession. In the second place, China is less a country than 
a continent. 

“China, indeed, is so vast, so heterogeneous, that in some 
respects it can be compared more to a continent than a country. 
She has not even a permanent name for herself, being known to her

What is this “ showing up ready for work next morning?” 

It all depends upon what you were doing last night! 

You cannot escape the logic of the charge. No matter what your 
work is for, no matter what employer you work under, no matter what 
circumstances, that employer’s question, “ Where were you last night?’ 
must concern him a hundredfold more vitally. than the fact that you 
pressed the button in the time clock to the minute, going and coming. 

At the heart of things it is more or less a silly superstition, this 
pressing of a time clock button at the office. If 1 were an employer of 
men in responsible capacities and could furnish a home for these men 
where they were expected to make their home and required to do so, Id 
throw the office time clock into the scrap heap. I'd employ as manager 
of the home the best, most conscientious man that money would secure, 
I'd establish the maximum hour for going to bed and on the stroke of 
that hour every light in the house would go out and every door would 
be bolted. And the time clock would be put at the front entrance to 
the home, 

What is your condition for work? always will be a hundred times 
more important to you and to your employer than is the time at which 
you appear “ready” for work.

The specific power under 
which this claim is to be made is, I believe, the power to establish post- 
offices and postroads, which is among the legislative powers enumerated 
in the eighth section of the first article of the constitution. No inti- 
mation is made as to the creation and building of a postroad by the 
government or of any needed regulation in the interest of the postal 


service of those roads over which that service is conducted. It is 6

Transactions in miscellaneous outlying 
properties continue to be the chief feature of 
interest in the real estate market, as they 
have been for the grater part of the year. 
There were few sales of central business 
property during the week. Two or three 
deals were closed, but they were not of great 
magnitude or of much Interest. 

Property in the outlying sections continues 
to attract much attention. In some instances 
this is the outgrowth of the congested condi- 
tions in the central business district. 

It has been discovered by some substantial 
concerns that attractive mercantile and 
warehouse property just outside of the cen- 
tral business district, accessible by good 
means of transportation, and, as a matter of 
fact. in many instances more convenient, can 
be had at one-third to one-fourth what they 
are compelled to pay for it downtown. For 
this reason what is known as the interme- 
diate property is coming into strong demand. 
It is much more convenient to take a car 
to Twelfth or Eighteenth street, than it is 
to cross some parts of the central business 
district, where there is no available means 
of surface transportation. For shipping pur- 
poses the intermediate property is superior 
for the reason that it is beyond the congested 
district. 

Within a few months a half dozen or a 
dozen concerns have mdved southward for 
this reason. This is illustrated — the recent 
heavy operations in Michigan, Wabash, and 
Indiana avenues. 


Profit in Boulevard Investment. 


Ample illustration of what it le possible to 
do with desirably located real estate in C. 
cago is to be had in the ciosing of an inter- 
esting transaction in Michigan avenue front- 
age last week. By some the transaction may 
be considered a rare one, but there are many 
instances in which careful investors are de- 
riving a much larger income from a moderate 
investment in attractively situated real es- 
tate in Chicago than most persons would 
suppose. 

The transaction referred to is the sale by 
Mra. Julia F. Heyworth to the Jennings es- 
tate of the ground at 1523 and 1581 Michigan 
avenue for $150,000. The land haga frontage 
of 100 feet and a depth of 163. Mrs. Heyworth 
has taken back a lease on this ground for 198 
years at an annual rental of $7,500, equivalent 
to 5 per cent upon the purchase price.

Tragic Fate of the Builders. 

This was the builder’of the Ward fortune— 
ceaseless, tireless, timeless work. There 
were no vacations in these years of fortune 
building and fortune laying. I have talked 
with a man who worked among these early 
co-workers of the millionaire that was to 66 
men who were to become heads of depart- 
ments in the great house in the early years 
of its success. His experience there leaves 
to him today only a recollection of a series 
of tragic coincidences. 

“There was Holt,” he said. ‘“‘ When the 
business had expanded sufficiently, Holt be- 
Came manager of the gun department of the 
store.

An old friend of the man’s was telling me 
the other day the pretty little story of the 
time Ward went back to the Michigan town 
of his birth, incidentally looking up the 
woman who once had worked for the Ward 
family. He found her ill and in bed. Her 
husband was dead. There was a mortgage 
on her house for $8,000, and she could not 
meet even the interest. Ward sympathized 
with her, engaged a physician for her, sup- 
plied a nurse, and guaranteed all the heuse- 
bold necessities to the town merchants and 
left her. A week later he mailed to her the 
canceled mertgage on the house, together 
with a substantial check.

The story 
was of a timekeeper in the Ward establish- 
ment when Ward himself was omnipotent 
in it. There were 1,600 employés in the 
house at the time, every one of whom had to 
be checked in his comings and goings. This 
timekeeper reported for duty at 7 o’clock in 
the morning. If he could finish his work in 
time he was privileged to go home at 7 
e’ clock in the evening, having his own halt 
hour for luncheon. But the apparatus of a 
burglar’s protective association had to be 
arranged for the night at doors and win- 
dows, and the home life of the man was un- 
certain.

Big Receipts; Small Expenses. 

Tt ie said that on Saturdays and Sundays 
during the summer season the park merry~- 
go-round is patronized by nearly 20,000 peo- 
ple. An average of 180 trips a day, allowing 
80 to each trip, would bring the gross receipts 
on these days to $9,000. These figures are 
conservative, for on these banner days of 
each week the machine js alwaye neariyp 
filled to capacity on every trip. The run- 
ning expenses are small, for a caspier may 
be had for $10 a week, an engineer for $15, 
and a ticket collector for §12.. The electricity 
used in running the whirl amounts to little, 
and the only big expense-is the light bill. 

Improvements have been made in the last 
few years in merry-go-rounds and some of 
the more pretentious affairs cost many 
thousands of dollars The latest probably 
is what ie called the water carrousel, built at a 
cost of $30,000. In fact, it is five merry-go- 
rounds in one, for it has five platforma, 
each running independently of the others. 
It ie quite a novelty, inasmuch as the figures, 
such as dolphins, cranes, sea horses, lob- 


sters, grasshoppers, duck, bass, founder, 
and rostet on which the people ride ar © 


a submerged platform, which gives the ef- 
fect of riding on water.

Trade Tests Man's Endurance. 


The endurance some of these boiler makers 
show is hardly less than marvelous. Men 
will work inside of a boiler on which a rivet- 
ing machine is at work, and keep it up day 
after day when to a visitor standing outaide 
the Boller the noise literally seems to be 
tearing the eardrums to shreds. After I had 
epent a few hours in the boiler shop I left 
with a splitting headache, and my ears did 
not regain their normal sense for a couple

“Is there nothing that e@ctence can do to 
lessen this noise evil?” I asked Pauli. ‘‘Sci- 
ence has done wonders in all trades. Why 
isn’t it possible to invent a contrivance to 
deaden the sound of the riveter?’’

Goed Health First Requisite. | 

First and foremost among the requisites 
for this fuller life and augménted wor 
ability Dr. Gulick would place the good 
health that he belleves within reach, de- 
spite possible physical weakness or limita- 
tions, practically all who consider it 
worth while. The pursuit of health, as the 
strenuous life, is not to be regarded as an end 
in iteelf, however, health and energy mainly 
being valuable as increasing the efficiency of 
the individual. Next to good health this rea- 
sonable thinker would place acceptance of 
temperamental peculiarities and needs. 

Every man has his special manner of work- 
ing, of reacting under what phystologists 
call his “fatigue curve.“ One man works 
steadily and evenly right through the day, 
his efficiency or productive power showing 
little variation save in the Inevitable taper- 
ing of the last working hour or so. 

Another man takes a long time to get into 
the spirit of his task, but once well started 
probably maintains a higher level of pro- 
ductivity than his ‘more methodical fellow 
and may be able to hold the pace longer. 
Still another man may do his best work under 
stress, while the fourth may “go all to 
pieces it hurried or pushed unduly. 

Comperatively few men are willing to take 
sufficient account of these constitutional va- 
riations, but it is the part of wisdom at least 
to make moderate allowance for them. The 
best work, other things being equal, is done 
under conditions following the line of least 
resistance. 
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Par When You Feel Like It. 

The man who gets “ Warmed up slowly 
should stick to his job, once in proper trim, 
just so long as he can keep up to the high 
grade level. The man who its at his best in 
spurts should feel no shame if the play im- 
pulse recurrently nerves him to more ef- 
fective endeavor. 

Henry Grady, long time most efficient 
editor of the Atlanta Constitution, for years 
devoted the first fifteen minutes of his work- 
ing day to a verbal frolic with other members 
of the editorial staff, and the revivifying 
effects ot « heary laugh are recognized by all. 
But Hu man’s train of thought easily is 
Interrupted, with the lost ground slowly 
recovered, true economy of power and effort 
would urge protection from adverse influ- 
ences so far as may be. 

Overfatigue, which means a corresponding 
depletion of vitality for each attack, is to 
be prevented if porsible, combated by all 


reasonable means. Sleep, of course, ie the 


most important recuperative agent, but ex- 


ercise and recreation are almost as indis- 
pensable for the maintenance of the correct 
physical and mental balance that means 
highest efficiency. The higher, more intel- 
lectual, and nervous the kind of work done, 
the more sedulously must the alternating 
periods of rest and refreshment be observed. 
For the average city business man without 
any physical impediment to fight against ” 
Dr. Gulick would recommend some suck sim- 
ple schedule as this:

Hints for the Day's Work. 

Five minutes each day of purely muscular 
exercise, such as can be taken in one’s own 
room without any special apparatus. 

Short intervals during the day of fresh air, 
brisk walking, deep breathing. This can all 
be secured in the regular order of the day's 
business. i 

The reservation of at least one day a week 
for being out of doors, playing games, etc. 
Thie ie a paramount essential for body and 
mind, since the man who attempts to prove 
that he can get along indefinitely without 
play really ruins hie chances of prolonged 
efficient work. 

Plenty of fun and laughter, with the Ge- 
termination not to worry, supported by ‘the 
attitude of body and mind that renders worry 
most difficult, these are highly important 
factors in efficiency of whatever order. 

The cultivation and enjoyment of a hobby 
as far removed as possible from the daily 
grind is another substantial stone in the task 
of efficiency building. The reserve fund that 
upholds some arduous workers, keeping one 
man alive and well, while another dies or 
collapses, greatly is affected by the funda- 
mental, habitual attitude of mind. 

The real heart of the efficiency problem,“ 

says Dr. Gulick, is psychological. Weare 
just beginning to understand the part that 
good thinking plays in good health. To live 
the positive life—the life of affirmation—is 
to live the life that carries on efficiently its 
part in the work of the world.” 

Auto suggestion, when on the verge of 
sleep, is another potent efficiency helper, as 
scientific psychologists now realize.

Fall Asleep with Ceed Thoughts. 

“ A man who is ambitious for himself will 
advantage of the opportunity this offers; 
when he goes to sleep he will make sure 

that the thoughts admitted inte his mind 
are strong and healthy thoughts—thoughts 
of joy, of succéss, and accomplishment. This 
is not a romance. It is a certain fact that 
a man can make suggestions to himself at 
this time, and there will be a positive effect 
for good upon the spirit and efficiency of his 
life.*’ 

The gist of this sane, wholeseme, and prae- 
ticable mode of increasing high working 
health and efficiency lies In common sense 
recognition and satisfaction of the needs of 
the whole nature rather than the comipara- 
tively small part, by undue glorification of 
which many an earnest and devoted worker 
defeats his own aim. It thus briefly may be 
summed up: 

Work in the manner eastest to you. 

Play, laugh, and have fun often and 
abundantly. 

Breathe deeply. 

Walk, stand, and sit erect, with the neck 
well back against the collar. 

Think the best thoughts you know how 
always. 

Never employ a stimulant without a corre- 
sponding respite from all mental endeavor. 

Be courageous, be cheerful, repel worry, 
encourage hearty, unselfish interest in the 
work of the world and your fellows, trust 
your internal économy to take proper care of 
the simple food you eat slowly and in goed 
humor, and allow yourself plenty of fresh 
alr, cool water, outdoor exercise, and abso- 
lute repose.

MAN without enthusiasm is an engine 
without steam, Tour train will not 
move unless the water is boiling.

thing done in this world without excitement, 
and that is to rot.” 

Enthusiasm generates the impulse that 
drives manhood on to noble achievements. 
It aréuses a supernatural heroism in one’s 
own forces. It is the driving force of charac- 
ter: it makes strong men; it arouses unsus- 
pected sources of ability. The man without 
enthusiasm in his work has lost the race of 
life before starting. Emerson truly remarks 
that “every great and commending move- 
ment in the anfials of the world is the tri- 
uruph of enthusiasm.” Men fail hecause 
they flinch, dy the track, and yield before 
the obstacles that beset their path. 

For a long time Edison's phonograph re- 
fused to say “ spedia it dropped the 
and said “ pecia.” To produce that single 
sound he needed something dellbate enough 
to receive impressions not@nore than a mil- 
licnth part. of ah inch in depth, and yet 
rigid enough to carry the needle up and 
down, exactly reproducing the vibrations 
which had made the impressions. The sel- 
entiste told him there was no such substance 
in existence.

Edison's Ardor Conquers All. 

“Phen we must produce it.“ insisted Edi- 
gon. They declared that it could not be done, 
because the qualities which he demanded 
were inconsistent and exclusive of each 
other.

Prot. Fisher of Yale university 

has been testing the endura nos of flesh ent- 


efs and comparing it with the endurance ort 


those who abstain from flesh. He says the 
nonfiesh eaters come out victors. , 


Prot. Fisher has been careful in his experi- 
ments. He says that the strength of 3 


muscle is measured by the utmost force it 


can exert; !tseendurance by the number ot 


times it can repeat a given exertion within. 
ita strength. The repetition of such exertion 
is\finally stopped by the reduction of the 
strength of the muscle until it is unable to 
perform further. Thus endurance may be 
expressed in terms of loss of strength, and 
these experiments were undertaken to de- 
termine whether the flesh eater or the ab- 
etainer fro meat loses strength more rapidly, 
other things being equal. 

ft has been found that for rapid exertion 
of strength, a quick spurt, the advantage 
has often been on the side of those nour- 


ished on the purin containing foods, which 


are known to be highly stimulating in effect. 


So what are the purins?

Classified as Building Material. . — 


The nutritive elements of food are roughly 
classed as proteids,, alubuminoids, carbo- 
The 
function of building up and repairing body 
tissue is fulfilled by the proteids and mineral 
matters, the proteids being represented chief- 


ly in such foods as meat, fish, cheese, lentils, . 


which contain them in. relatively large quan- 
tities. The carbohydrates—sugar and starch 
—with the fats—oil, butter, and their kind— 
are sources of potential energy. The pro- 
telds also contribute energy, but in a lese de- 
gree—a pound of butter, for example, being 
worth about three times as much as a pound 
of cheese in the production of energy; while 
cheese, as a source of building material, is 
immensely superior. 

It will be seen that the problem of dietetics 
is that of distributing and allotting these 
food functions in the best interests of the 
body, and that a low proteid diet is one where 
the chief proteid containing foods are spar- 
ingly used or where those containing pro- 
teids in smaller amounts are substituted. 

The purin bodies are the results of wear and 
tear in the cell constituents. They are waste 
products on their way to excretion and are 
present in large quantity in meat, meat ex- 
tracts, tea, coffee, and cocoa.

Forty-nine Persons in Tests. 

The experiments consisted of endurance 
tests on forty-nine persons representing two 
contrasted types of dietetic habits, athletes 
accustomed to a high proteid and full flesh 
dietary, athletes accustomed toa low proteid 
and nonflesh dietary, and, lastly, sedentary 
persons taking a low proteid and nonfiesh 
dietary. N 

The men were Yale students and instruct- 
ors and physicians, nurses, and employés of 

a sanitarium, where the nanfiesh dietary is 
3 maintained. All of these latter 
had abstained from flesh foods for from four 
to twenty years and five had never ten 
suck foods. 

Two comparisons were planned, one be- 
tween flesh eating athletes and abstaining 
athietes and the second between flesh eating 
athlefes and sedentary workers. 


for more than fifteen minutes, whereas twen- 


ty-two of the thirty-two abstainers surpassed 
this. None of the flesh. eaters reached halt 


an hour, while fifteen of the thirty-two ab- 


stainers exceeded this. And of these thirty- 
two nine exceeded an hour, four exceeded two 
hours, and one exceeded three hours.

Diet Responses ‘ter Strength. 


Could exercise and not diet have produced 
the results? No, because the sedentary ab- 
stainers surpassed the exercising flesh eaters. 
Dr. J., who reached the record of 1,225 in 
deep knee bending, spends his day in his 
office. 

Could sleep/have been the cause? No, for 
here all the advantage was on the side of 
the flesh eaters, who ae students had more 


freedom, and as athletes were making every" 


effort to keep good hours and live on hygienic 


lines for the sake of the contests for Which 


many of them were training. Among the 
sedentary abstainers the opposite condi- 
tions applied. Several of the physicians had 
night duty, or for other reasons were short 
on sleep. 

It was because Prof. Fisher had noticed 
their unusual capacity for long hours that 
these tests were undertaken. 

A Yale instructor and physician who had 
many abstainets in his summer classes 
found that these men did all the work which 


the others accomplished and two hours extra 


daily. —. 

Was supetiority of physique the onan’ 
No, for the flesh eaters here had the initial 
advantage. The abstainers were in most 
cases ex-ifivalids. Two had had in years 
past tuberculosis of the lungs, one had had 
hip disease, another typhoid fever, etc. 

Other factors being scientifically eliminat- 
ed, it was diet that effected the surprising 
records, and diet free from tea, coffee, con- 
aiments, meat and fish, and low in proteids.

At the age of 15 circumstances forced me 
into the wage earning class, and being flred 
with an ambition to get a college edftation 
it was but natural that I turned to school 
teaching as an occupation. Although I rose 
in my profession to special teacher in math-

Rest Room Aid to Women; 


Need in Modern Business. 
By Addie Farrar. 


NE of the greatest needs of the woman 
worker in office buildings and large 
counting houses is the .rest room, 
where,. in cases of severe headache 
and other sudden filnesses, she may 

retire to find a couch and a comfortable pil- 
low awaiting her, and where, by lying down 
fer half an hour or 80, she may have a 
chance to recover quickly. With the lunch 
clubs and other institutions that now are 
provided for the comfort of the women who 
must work, this sort of a room ought to be 
installed” by every company employing 


‘women in large numbers. 


Department Stores Have Rest Rooms. 

Many, if not all, of the large department 
stores and State etreet shops provide rest 
rooms for their women employés. Only a 
few of the large office buildings in the city 
have such @ room, and not one firm out of a 
hundred occuping their own premises has 
such an institution. A few of the better 
class and newer office buildings have in- 
stalled rest rooms for the women employés 
and tenants, among these the Monadnock, 
the Fine Arts building, the Chamber of Com- 
merce, the Railway Exchange; and others of 
the same class. 

In one large downtown bullding where 
many stenographers are employed by the 
tenante there is a charming rest room that 
wae furnished by the women themselves. 
It is prettily tinted in a soft, restful green 
with a rug to match the walls, and is fitted 
with a couple of rocking chairs, a comfort- 
able couch heaped with soft, serviceable pil- 
lows, a few straight backed chairs, a table, 
and in one corner is an electric heater with 
a small brass kettle, so that boiling water 
may be hdd in a few minutes. It is used 
only when the girls are in actual need of rest 
or in cases of illness. Oftentimes during the 
afternoon hours a tired and fagged out 
woman will slip into this room for fifteen 
minutes and make and drink à cup of tea, 
returning to her work again with energy 
equal to that she brought with her in the 
morning. 

* * 
\  Qdestion for Women's Ciahs. 

The need of rest rooms in all the downtown 
buildings is real to the women who work, 
and the ambitious clubwomen who are tr 
ing to do things” might take up this ques- 
tion and make it a factor in every building. 

By a tour of the big business houses where 
female labor is employed one can at any 
time see the need of the rest room. Take, 
for instance, one large concern which em- 
ploye about 700 persons, over one-third of 
whom are women, and where, when some 
one is Ill or faints, they have no place to lay 
them but on the dirty floor of the stockroom. 
Time and time again have I seen a fainting 
woman laid on the floor of this room, with 
a soiled gunny sack under her head for a 
pillow. The men, too, have been treated the 
game when injured or ill, and at least one 
deatif in this place was caused by the fact 
that eae Ss Se g en fer p. Fus u hee 
no way of giving him “ first ald.“ conse- 
quently the long wait for the d@tor hastened

or a few simple medical appliances handy,

thoughtlessness.

Feature Aids Employer and Employe. 

No employer need think that a restroom 
is an added item to the profit and loss ac- 
count. It adds to his success, for the em- 
ployer who looks carefully aftér the health 
and comfort of his employés is rewarded by 
the best service, the best results, and in the 
end he will find it greatly to his advantage. 
A restroom either for men or women will 
oftentimes be the means of saving a life, and 
in most cases will be the cause of saving em- 
ployés from long illnesses and the firm from 
consequent embarrassment and loss of time 
by the absences from the office for days, 
maybe weeks, at a time, 

There are few if any women who would 
take advantage of the restroom to shirk. 
They would not consider it a room for social 
purposes, nor would it in any maner divert 
the young women from their business; it 
would mean to them a safeguard over their 
health and a thing to be thankful for. 
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Neglect Means Death for Girl. 

Not long since a young woman was taken 
with a severe cold, which has developed into 
quick consumption, and her story is but one 
of many of the women who have no place to 
go in need. 

“It was raining hard,“ she said, and I 
got awfully wet coming from the car to 
the office. re was no place where 1 could 
dry my skirts, which would have been a 
matter of a few minutes, and when the ciill 
took me later there was no place where I 
could go and get a cup of hot tea, or some- 
thing else that might have warded off this 
cold that now means for me death.“ 

There are other women who might tell the 
same story of sudden chills and damp skirts 
that led to illness and consequent absence 
from their work, when the rest room and a 
hot drink might have saved them.

Expense is Small Matter. 

Almost any small room will do for a rest 
corner, amd nearly every building has one 
that can be spared for the purpose. The ex- 
pense of fitting is little—a couch, a big easy 
chair, an alcohol lamp for heating water, and 
a small medicine cabinet filled with such sim- 
ple remedies as camphor, peppermint, smell- 
ing salts, jamaica ginger, a hot water bag 
a trifle to the firm doing thousands of dollars’ 
worth of business a year, yet a thing beyond 
price to the women who work for them. The 
men who openly profess that they prefer 
women employés should remember that con- 
stitutionelly a woman is not as strong as « 
man and is more liable to colds and head- 
aches, and that if he would have her at her 
brightest and best in the office he must at 
least provide for her the means of taking care 
of her heafth. 

The restroom scheme is one that ought to 
be adopted and successfully carried out by 
every big office building. As a good invest- 


ment employers ought to put at leastasmall 


amount of money into a scheme that would 
add so materially to the efficiency and useful- 
neas of their employés.

Some of 
the more advanced physicians and physical culture 
experts agree with them in the belief. 

The six foot girl is by no means an impossibility. 
Miss Netta Davis, gymnasium instructor at the Young 
Women’s Christian association, and wuo is recog- 
hized as an authority in physical culture matters, 
Says that women in America are growing larger con- 
Stantly and that they are cutting down the lead that 
the men now hold in a way that is as gratifying to 
them as it is surprising to the men. Miss Davis says 
the change is more noticeable in the colleges, where 
more attention is given to physical culture work for 
Girls. Lately, she says, the athletic fever has spread 
to outside organizations, so that college women no 
longer are alone in the advance toward physical 
equality with men. :

Mrs. John V. Farwell Jr. is a student of gardening 
and doesn’t think anything of going out to do things 
herself. She understands and has had a part in all 
the wonderful landscape effects at her place, but she 
is equally well versed in the vegetable gardens, and 
was one of the most enthusiastic about the horticul- 
tural show. 

Mrs. James Viles spends a great deal of time in 
garden work and does her own planting. She has a 
lovely little ornamental formal garden and so has Mrs. 
Marley Pike. Mrs. Pike, who is Gen, Alger’s daugh- 
ter, makes a study of foreign gardens and works and 
plants, although she un hardly be called a farmer, as 
most of her work is with shrubs and flowers. She has 
been starting Shasta daisies this year and has had good 
luck with those difficult little flowers. 

Mrs. James O. Heyworth, who is one of the real en- 
thusiasts in gardening, and is in the old Gordon place, 
had a good start With the vegetable garden. She is 
most intereated in some wonderful lima beans, which 
bear profusely, and also in getting corn planted for 
bearing all summer. 

Several years ago, when the Cyrus McCormicks 
went out to Lake Forest and rented the Larned place, 
Mre. McCormick took hold of the study of her new en- 
vironment with thé thoroughness that a woman can 
when she really goes in for a thing. She sent to town 
for a botanist to come out and give her lessons as to 
plants and soil on the spot,” much to the amazement 
of the native gardeners. The result of this is shown 
in the great McCormick garden, with its rows of roses, 
pansies, sweet peas, cabbage, lettuce, and a hundred 
other things, with the peonies at the corners and strips 
ef lawn between. It stands on a high slope, 
fringed by green hedges and bordered by grassy strips 
and drives inside and out, and finally inclosed by 4 
delicate fretwork of Lembardy poplars. Peppers and 
Swiss chad are favorites on the McCormick table, and 
the last is like spinach, only that it. grows easily from 
ceed and when eaten the leaves are just stripped off 
and new ones grow all through the season. All kinds 
of salads are favorites with Mrs. McCormick likewise, 
and one they haveé all the year is “ mustard,” and also 
a kind of salad cress, which is different from water

Gardens Yield Great Variety. 


Mrs. A. B. Dick takes active interest in her garden 
and she and her daughter, Miss Mabel Dick, often work 
in the conservatories. Muskmelons are being started 
here and many vines are growing under glass. Mush- 
rooms are favorites on the Dick table. They are 
planted underneath the benches and in the cellars of 
the hothouses.° Extra early dwarf peas are a hobby 
here. Lettuce Romaine and horseradish are Dick 
favorites, and the facilities that make good melons 
apply here in cucumbers. A lovely new red African 
daisy, called the Transvaal, was one of the things ex- 
hibited. 

One of the pretty little farms is Mrs: Howard 
Shaw's, on the Green Bay road. Here are some fine 
fruit trees, and Mrs. Shaw has her own chickens and 
bees besides her dairy. The Mosses started bees, too, 
tending them themselves, but it remains to be seen 
whether Mrs. John B. Drake Jr., who has taken their 
Place, will take as much interest in the farming 
features as Mrs. Moss did. 

Strawberries are favorites in Lake Forest, and there 
has been the starting of a strawberry experiment at 
the new E. L. Ryerson place. They have put in a half 
dozen kinds. Mrs. Frank Farwell also has lovely 
strawberry beds, as have the Calvin Durands. Like 
many others, the Ogden Armours pay especial atten- 
tion to lettuce and peas and have put in new kinds of 
seeds this year. A thick mealy and really sweet turnip 
is one of the Armour acquisitions. 

The Frank Hibbard garden has great rows of egg 
plant and they are growing a new early sweet corn 
called the malakof{ The onions here are given especial 
attention. The Cyrus McCormick onions have always 
been noted for being the largest of any about here. 
They have succeeded with a prize taker variety. The 
Hibbards have put in the Ailsa Craig.

Unusual Vegetables Grown Here.

T the foothills of the Cheyenne moun- 
tains, three miles southwest of Colorado 
Springs, are the zo6logical gardens and 
amusement park owned and operated by 
Ald. John J. Coughlin of Chicago. It is 
to this romantic spot that the Bath- 
house,” as the alderman is commonly 
known, comes with the first signs of 
summer, and he remains until the Chicago city coun- 
cil reconvenes in September. 

You skeptics in Chicago who have laughed at the 
First ward alderman when he told you about his zoo 
ought to go out to Colorado and look at the place. No 
doubt you thought the Bathhouse was handing youa 
package of his celebrated “bunk” when he told you 
of the beauties of his pleasure resort, but his descrip- 
tion was not exaggerated. Words can but poorly de- 
scribe the grandeur of the grounds and varied amuse- 
ments. To be appreciated the zoo must be seen. 

It is the Coney Island of the west. All Chicagodns 
are admitted free, and the courtesies of the different 
attractions on the range are extended to the alder- 
man’s fellow townspeople. For that reason many per- 
gons who have never seen Chicago try to get past the 
gatekeeper without purchasing a ticket, but unless 
one can identify himself as a resident of Illinois he 
will be turned down. The alderman, who is always 
within call, settles all disputes of this nature. If you 
are not from Chicago he will soon find out by his 
course of examination. 

* * 
Amusement Park Covers Fifty Acres. 

How many acres do you suppose the zoo covers? 
If the alderman was to tell you that it was as large 
as the exposition grounds at Dublin, Ireland, you 
would not believe him, would you? Of his 200 acre 
tract more than one-fourth of it ig given over to park 
purposes. Originally, the park contained fifty acres, 
but a man who planned to open a saloon on his three 
acre patch adjoining the Coughlin farm was induced 
to sell, and this plot was added to the zoo grounds. 

The alderman’s Colorado home has fifty acres 
under shade trees with two streams winding their 
way among the cottonwoods, oaks, and pines. Some 
of the trees, veritable giants of the forest, are five 
and six feet through, and 150 feet high. Old Chey- 
enne creek tumbles down the mountain side from 
where it rises at the north and south cafions and 
flows the entire length of the Coughlin demesne, 
which is about one and one-half miles long by three- 
fourths of a mile in width. There are two small lakes 
on which rowboats glide afternoon and evening, and 
the alderman takes his morning plunge in one or the 
Other before the others of the household are awake. 

* 
Many Attractions at Coughlin's Park. 

Besides these natural attractions there are a score 
of artificial ones. There is the roller coaster, shoot 
the chutes, the old mill, under and over the sea, min- 
lature railway, bump the bumps, the circle swing, 
merry go round, figure 8,“ and numerous other de- 
vices. Then there is the corral where the docile ani- 
mais are kept, including elk, antelope, buffalo, camels, 
Sacred cattle, and Princess, the big elephant which 
was the pet of visitors to Lincoln park, Chicago, be- 
fore Ald. Coughlin brought her to Colorado two years 
ago. In another part of the grounds are cages in 
which are kept the Wild animals. Among them are 
leopards, tigers, wolves, mountain lions, coyotes, dif- 
ferent species of fox, and Teddy, the bear. The cages 
are built over the creek, thus affording a continual 
supply of water for the animals, which lave in the 
bed of the stream these hot days. 


* 
“ Bathhouse” an Enthusiastic Farmer. 

But the zoo is only a side issue of the alderman’s 
Summer home. He is a farmer as well as an amuse- 
ment purveyor. This year he has under cultivation 
forty acres of oats, forty of alfalfa, twenty of timothy 
hay, some barley and corn, and about three acres of 
garden “sass.” The remaining forty-five acres are 
held in reserve as an addition to the soo. One of 
these days he will give an order to his farm hands 
to tear down the fence, and then the park grounds 
will spread over 100 acres. 

When “Col.” Coughlin, as he is called by the peo- 
ple of Colorado Springs, is not superintending the 
work on his farm he can be found at the soo. He 
likes the fun and excitement of the Range, which is 
another word for the Midway, and in the evening he 
mingles with the pleasure seekers, visiting one at- 
traction after another, as if they were all new to

While the alderman’s colleagues are sweltering in 
Chicago and elsewhere during the council meaty 
he is enjoying life to the utmost and wishing that 
September would never come. There is nothing 
striking or gaudy about the alderman’s attire which 
used to characterize him on his eastern visits before 
be first came to Colorado. He dresses for comfort, 
going about in his shirt sleeves most of the time, 
with a Mexican sombrero to protect him from the 
sun's rays. Some days he helps his men in the fields, 
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and ‘you ought to see him pitch hay! He likes farm 
work, and there isn't a better kept place in El Paso 
county than his. 

On market days he is up before daylight assist- 
ing his men in preparing the garden truck dor sale 
to the residents of Colorado Springs. It is no uncom- 
mon sight to see the alderman driving into town 
with a load of radishes, lettuce, onions, cabbage, and 
potatoes. At such times he wears a common pair of 
blue overalls stuck in his boot tops, and he looks the 
part of a rube. But stop at his wagon and try to 
beat him down on his vegetables and you'll find out 
that you're dealing with a wise, up to date huckster, 
who knows the business thoroughly.

Courts Muse in Shade of Trees. 


It must have been the alderman’s poetic nature 
that prompted him to purchase this property. While 
walking around the grounds with him recently he 
showed the writer a cottonwood tree under whose 
shade, he said, he had written a great many of his 
ballads. It was there he composed an ode of wel- 
come to the International League of Press Clubs that 
visited Colorado Springs last summer. He recited for 
me the last stanza of the ode, which, as I remember, 
ran something in this fashion: : : 
Lest I forget, I must call your attention to my wondrous £00; 
It lies out here on Cheyenne road, a pretty spot, indeed, to view. 
There’s animals and birds galore, and every pastime ‘neath

Theatrical managers are a unit im declaring that the 
love scenes In many plays do not end with the drop of 
the curtain in the last act. Lederer, resident 
manager of the Colonial thea and one of the best 
known theatrical men in the country, says that hundreds 
of real stage romances grow out of the seeming love 
making that is a part of nearly every play. Says he: 

“Stage people are susceptible to the same influences 
that lead other young men and women into matrimony. 
Naturally, when a man holds a woman in his arms and 
tells her in the most earnest way he can that he loves 
her, and that he will die fer her, and then repeats the 
performance every night for a year or so, why, he 
begins to wonder if there isn’t a little more to it than 
the make believe. Much of the stage love making that 
is supposed to be carried on as a matter of course is 
acted in deadly earnest. And then, too, the social lite 
of most theatrical companies is no small part of their 
daily existence. When they are out on the road they 
have little to interest them except themselves and their 
work, and it is not surprising that many courtships 
spring up. For some reason, though, the marriag 
usually are delayed until the companies. return to the 
cities, which is late in the spring or early summer.

Public Dislikes Married Lovers. 


“For some reason the public has an aversion to love 
scenes in which the parts are taken by a couple that 
is married. I suppose unmarried theater goers reason 
that this detracts from the reality of the scene, and it 
is logical to assume that married couples do not want 
it that way, for the reason that they know it could not 
de true. They cannot grasp the idea of a married pair 
of lovers. Whatever the reason may be it remains a 
fact that the show going public wants unmarried inter- 
preters for the love parts, and this is one of the reasons, 
I suppose, that real stage lovers postpone their mar- 
riage until the season is over. The next winter they 
secure employment in different companies, if possible,

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Travels Country Preaching Against Kissing Babies. 


-H-H, hist, lock the door, pull down tne 
blinds, look around the corner, stuff paper 
in the keyhole, you mothers, before you 
kiss the baby. If you don't Mrs. Avis 
oyce may see you. 
Mrs. Avis Boyce doesn’t allow mothers 
to kiss their babies. If she catches them 
at it there will be trouble with a big T, 
and, even if you do tell her it’s none of her business, 
she'll scare the life out of you, anyhow, by what she 
tells you. Maybe she'll scare you so you won't even 
dare kiss baby on the forehead, even when baby has 
said the cutest thing that ever a baby said. 

Mrs. Boyce is on a mission. She is slipping around 
through the United States making mothers quit kissing 
their babies. She intends to establish anti-kissing mis- 
sions throughout the United States, branches of the 
United Sisterhood for the Suppression of Baby Kissing. 
She doesn’t eall it that, she refers to it as the Woman's 
Auxiliary of the Anti-Tuberculosis league—but she 
says that is the same thing. If you kiss the baby it'll 
get tuberculosis. Only babies that never have been 
kissed escape tuberculosis. It is wrong to kiss baby. 
In fact, it is wrong to kiss at all, unless you want to 
have tuberculosis.

Baby's Peril in Your Kisses. 


Those are not exactly Mrs. Boyce’s words, but that 
is the lesson she is spreading. She doesn't exactly say 
that if you kiss baby it will get sick and die. No, not 
that, but she does say that it is dangerous. People 
sometimes survive bullet wounds, poison, even hanging, 
but they are dangerous just the same. 

So you mustn't kiss baby, even when you find him 
asleep, tired out, and curled up in a big arm chair, 
with his flushed little face buried deep in his chubby 
arm, and his damp curl falling down over his dimpled 
cheek—not even then. You mustn't tiptoe up and 
brush a kiss on to his rose leaf lips. And above all 
things, you must not let the servants or visitors kiss 
him, not even when they admit that he is almost as 
sweet as their Jimmy. WNe, Mrs. Boyce isn’t a horrid 
old thing! She's a real pretty and charming matron 
from Georgia, with a soft, winning way, like all pretty 
southern women, and she’s in deadly earnest about it. 
She is so earnest that she has accepted the post of 
vice president of the Anti-Tuberculosis league and is 
carrying the anti-kissing war right into the homes.

Old Doctors Also Alarmed. 


So earnest is Mrs. Boyce about her work that sue 
went before the American Medical association in At 
lantic City and tried to get them to indorse her anti- 
kissing crusade. The doctors—at least the older ones 
and those who hadn't any babies—sided with her and 
many of them urged the abolition of kissing entfrely. 
But right there the young doctors, especially the un- 
married ones, and the young married ones who have 
babies, jumped into the fight, being afraid to go back 


nome and face the wives, sweethearts (and perhaps the 
pretty nurses), and confess that they voted against 
kissing. And the doctors declined to take any action. 
It was the sense of the convention, however, that kiss- 
ing is dangerous, but worth the danger. 

Thereupon Mrs. Boyce started on her erugade. She 
has given the grownups up as hopeléag eases and 
despairs ever of making them quit kissing, evén if it is 
legislated against. But she declares that she isn't 
going to permit poor innocent little babies to be kissed, 
with horrid old tuberculosis germs securing a foothold 
on their sweet lips, and making them sick and killing 
them. Not if she can prevent it. So she is going 
around from city to city just to make mothers stop 
kissing their babies. 

“There is no way to pasteurize kisses,” said the 
baby defender, “and until some way is discovered, I 


shall have to maintain my position that the habit is» 


pernicious and dangerous, and that the kiss of a 
tuberculous person, even in the early stages of the 
disease, may be a guarantee of consumption. Persons 
who have positive knowledge that the other person is 
entirely free from tubercular tendencies may be safe, 
but few can have this assurance.

Protector Only of Y outh. 


“But I was not speaking of adults. An adult can 
care for himself or herself and refuse or accept tuber- 
cular kisses. When I spoke I had in mind the helpless, 
defenseless babies, who are victims of dangerous and 
pernicious kissing, and who should be protected by 
their parents. 

“Just think to what an extent this kissing of babies 
is carried! The helpless babe is kissed by the mother, 
the father, all the family, the nurse, the servants, the 
friends, the neighbors, by all the other nurse girls in 
the neighborhood, and by their friends and relatives. 

„It is hard to tell how often a pretty baby is kissed 
—perhaps fifty times a day om the average. Probably 
one person in fifty has tuberculosis in some form, 80 
you ean see what a large chance there is for a child 
to get a tuberculous kiss. I am sure that if the moth- 
ers of Chicago can be brought to realize what the peril 
is they would be horrified into some kind of drastic 
action. 

“Then, too, there is an ethical side to the question. 
The sacredness of the kiss is destroyed by this pro- 
miscuous osculation, and the child that grows up on a 
diet of miscellaneous kisses, if he or she is not killed

Increased Meat Bills Cause Trouble. 


That the increase of divorce among the 
so-called “-common people” and middle 
classes —W ere the increase, as will be 
shown in the forthcoming government re- 
port on marriage and divorce, is even more 
startling than among the so-called mil- 
lionaire class —1 due to the inereased cost 
of living more than to anything else appears 
certain. The cause of the increase in di- 
vorce is due to Increased-grocery bills. 

There is a law, as invariable as the lew 
of gravitation, that marital happiness varies 
directly as the ratio of the cost of living and 
the income, The working classes, led into 
extravagance of expenditure for living by 
increased wages, have Gisoovered that the 
increased cost of living has outdistanced the 
increase In pay. The result is that, in the 
face of seemingly improved conditions of 
life, the man on salary is facing the hard- 
edt crisis of home life. He is facing an 
enforced readjustment of household en- 
penses. 

Three-fourths of matrimontal trouble has 
its start in financial discord. The present 
situation in the financial affairs of salaried 
men and wage earners generally affords the 
greatest possible chance for misunderstand- 
ing and friction over financing the house- 
hold. f

husband's salary has increased 20 per cent 
in the last five years, they cannot afford more 
for dress, for amusement, and entertainment. 
If she would but compare the grocery and 
meat bills of today she would find the 80 
lution. She would discover that her serv~ 
ant's wages have increased 80 per cent, her 
meat billes 80 per cent, her grocery and 
vegetable bills 85 per cent, and other ex- 


penises in proportion. If it cost her $8a week - 


to feed herself, her husband, and beby five 
years ago, she will discover that her bills 
now will be from $12 to $18. 

The increase in the cost of living not only 
has wiped out her husband's advance in 
wages but left a smaller surplus. The fami- 
ly ie striving to live up to the increase in 
salary, drebe better, and live better, while 
in reality they have suffered a decrease. 

The wife and family attempt to celebrate 
their fictitious prosperity while the husband 
ia suffering from “ hard times” and strug- 
Kling. in the face of increasing prices, to 
meet hie bills, 

The poasibilites of the situation leading to 
quarreis, open friction in the family, com- 
plaints, nagging over money matters, and 
eventually to the divorce court are enor- 
mous. That this fictiticus prosperity is one 
of the chief causes of the increase in the di- 
voros rate hardly can be doubted.

Disputes on Finances Hasten Crisis. 


Misunderstandings over household finances 
have from the beginning of time been one 
of the most fruitful causes of divorce. That 
the nature of married men and women have 
changed is not conceded. Human nature is 
the same, The strain upon it ſi greater. No 
nature can withstand constant bickering over 
little things, constant worry over small money 
matters, incessant counting of pennies. Some 
brave spirits can keep love alive even under 
such distressing circumstances, but not 
many. 

A 2 per cem flat decrease in the price 
of groceries today would wipe out the in- 
crease in the divorce rate. Restore the meat 
bill to a possible basis and happiness will 
return to many homes. The beef trust, the 
woolen trust, the leather trust, the rental 
trust, the grocery trusts, have caused di- 
vorces to increase.

German Theaters 
in United States. 


There are more German theatres in the 
United States than people generally suppose. 

Philadelphia has a new house for its Ger- 
man company. The seasons are planned and 
carried through to the satisfaction of fts pat- 
rons. In addition to the modern and classic 
drama there is comic opera by a separate 
troupe and a standing chorus of twelve 
trained voices is supplemented by amateure 
who are glad to volunteer. ' 

Some small cities, such as Davenport, Ia., 
are able to maintain a company of German 
actors of their own. In the early 808 the 
most famous German company in the 
country was that maintained in San Fran- 
cisco by Ottilie Genee. There always have 
been German actors in that city. 

In proportion to the numbér of Germans 
in the city, New York has deen less inter- 
ested in German playhouses than any other 
city. It has been said of the German resi- 
dents of New York that they were anxious 
to have their own theaters so long as they 
were not compelled to go to it. 

It has always been the complaint of man- 
agers of German theatres in New Yérk that 

they had a Small pubtic to draw from. Itis 
usually composed of the young people who 
have been in this country too short a time 
to learn English, and of the old people who 
came here when it was too late for them to 
acquire a new tongue. This is, of course, a 
limited as well as a diminishing public. 

It also is true that the number of New York- 
ers notjof German origin who go to a Ger- 
man theater when anything worth seeing is 
on has been underestimated.

Unmarried chorus girls are becoming in- 
creasingly scarce in Chicago, Within the 
last year or so there has been a surprising 
demand for “ broilers in the marriage mar- 
ket, and the dearth of suitable—and single 
young women with which to fill the choruses 
of the various companies now being organ- 
ized for the coming season is driving the man- 
agers frantic. Out of more than 900 appli- 
cants for positions in the choruses of half a 
dozen road companies that the Whitney Op- 
era company bas under way, only a few less 
than 100 confessed that they were single. The 
majority of those who applied gave the 
necessity of supporting children as thei: 
principal reason for wanting a position. 

S. P. Gerson, business manager of ths 
Whitney company, says it is one of the most 
dificult things in the world to get enough 
pretty, and single, girls to make up a chorus. 


For various reasons the managers prefer in- 


gie girls for the chorus, he says, but since 
Cupid has made such inroads on the ranks of 
the coryphees it is becoming next to impos- 
gible to get them. For one thing, according 
to Mr. Gerson, the chorus girl loses her 
beauty to a certain extent after she aseumes 
domestic cares, and that is the principal rea- 
gon for the managerial prejudice that exists 
against them.

When P. T. ‘Barnum brought Jenny Lind, 
the Swedish nightingale, to this country, ten 
years before the civil war, she created such a 
seneation that Barnum’s profits exceeded 
$500,000 and Miss Linda's profits were $167,000. 

Maude Adams, Ethel Barrymore, Richard 
Mansfield, and David Warfield are among the 
best money makers of this year. 

Mansfield always plays to prices greater 
than those usually charged in the theaters 
in which he plays in the one and the two 
night stands, and he often raises the prices 
even in the larger cities. His clear profits 
are not so great as some of the other stars, 
because he always carries a large company, & 
large working crew for the stage, and a great 
deal of scenery and properties. His railroad 
bills would wipe out the gross receipts of 
many attractions that are successful in a 
smaller way. 

Maude Adams is regarded as the best piece 
of theatrical property in the world. She 

es great money. She has many pension- 
ers, ag has almost every successful star. 

Sam Bernard, Joseph Murphy, and Francis 
Wilson. are three of the stars who make a 
great deal of money, and who save most of 
that which they make. Bernard has a large 
family of relatives, who get a great deal ot 


real estate and Wilson spends his upon his 
books and solid investmenta 

Joseph Jefferson made a lot of money. He 
spem some of it upon his place in Louisiana 
and some of it upon his home at Buzzard's 
Bay.

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American Stage 
Needs a School. 


Sarah Bernhardt. in an interview obtained 
in Paris the other day by the American cor- 


respondent, Francis Warrington Dawson, 
discussed our actors and the needs of our 
stage. The French artist said she regarded 
Arrerican girle as possessing in an eminent 
degree the essentials that make actors—nat- 
ural grace and charm, beauty, personal mag- 
netism, and the power of verbal expression. 
What is urgently needed, however, isa train- 
ing schoo! of the first class, a dramatic con- 
servatory to inculcat® the finer phases of 
technique. 

Mrs. Fiske, as dd to state her views of 
Mme. Bernhardt’s assertion that the Amer- 
ican suse needs at the present time more 
than aiiy other thing a national training 
school to develop actors, furnishes them in 
the following words: 

“A national dramatic conservatory—per- 
hape patterned after the Paris conservatoire, 
but in certain particulars adjusted to the 
spirit of modernity that typifies the best dra- 
matic aspirations of the time—would rescue 
our stage {rom the lamentable conditions 
that prevail. Such a conservatory would af- 
ford technical training. Its curriculum would 
include ali those branches in which our young 
actors are mostly deficient—voice placing 
and culture, declamation, dancitig, panto- 
mime, fencing, etc., besides the study of dra- 
matic Mterature. The science of the stage 
would be taught, mental insight stimulated, 
and proficiency ' demanded and acquired in 
technique, which is the foundation upon 
which talent can rear its edifices of imagine- 
tion and passion. The elementals of music, 
painting, and sculpture must be seriously 
studied. Why not the elementals of the art 
of acting? Too much of the acting of today 
is like playing the piano by ear, the artist 
in ignorant self-complacency striking the 
wrong note with a loud and firm touch. 

“An endowed conservatory, free from the 
neceselty of depending for support upon th 
fees of the students, would be in a position 
to sift the wheat from the chaff at the very 
threshold of the stage door. And that would 
not be its least value.“

Few of us remember so long ago in theat- 
ricals that the Kiralfy family of Hungarian 


dancers, three brothers and three sisters, 


were brought to America to perform in 
The Black Crook.” The girls married away 
from the stage. One of the boys, Arnold, 
Wasn't thrifty, and the last I knew of him 
he wag teaching stage dances. But Imre 
and Bolossy went into the production of 
spectacies, for many years together, and 
since then separately. They became ac- 
complished ballet masters, and it used fo 
be said that, given fifty young women and 
fifty. yards. of bright cloth they would fill 
a stage with picturesque commotjon:. The 
“Pocahontas "’ is Boloréy. The portliness 
ot Bolossy’s dancers require more cloth 
than that for even the lightest costuming; 
and I am far from accusing him of wrap- 
ping in cheap fabrics without an adequate 
use of scissors, thread, and needle; but I 
do believe that Powhatan’s Indians wear cos- 
tumes from former Kiralfy productions. I 
have taken the liberty," says Bolossy, in his 
program, to imagine King Powhatan sur- 
rounded by priests, prophets, and a court, 
all enveloped in barbaric splendor, and fan- 
tastically dressed in costumes worn by Mon- 
tezuma and his people. Why may not Pow- 
hatan’s ancestors have emigrated from Mex- 
ico to Virginia?’’ Why not, indeed, if Bolossy 
had a lot of Aztec outfit lasting over from 
a historic spectacle in Mexico City? 
— — 

So, while many a showman is lonesomely 
reading his palms for good luck lines that 
may lead from threatened bankruptcy to 
prosperity when the tardy crowds come to 
the fair; Bolossy Kiralfy is floating becalmed 
but not discouraged, his show being too in- 
geniously economical to lose much money; 
and what a fortune it may turn in when the 
boom comes and the Hippodrome holds 5,000 
persons twice a day. Meanwhile, most of the 
people who go there are delighted, bewil- 
dered, entranced. They see such sights as 
never stared and dazed their eyes before. 
Looking across a lake of real water, on which 
Indjans paddle canoes, they behold the lodge 


‘of Powhatan’s chief medicine man in the 


wilderness. Virginia and Britannia appear 
in voluminous spirits, with strong voices, 
and sing pathetically of the coming of the 
white men. Next, we are shown a harbor 
on the Thames, with the English. colonists’ 
departure for Virginia. A panoramic view 
of the ocean Voyage ensues, with sunshine 
and moonlight,‘ storm and calm, and an in- 
visible chorus singing to suit thé varying 
conditions of the time and weather; and 
finally the ship of adventurers floats into 
view on the actually aqueous lake with top- 
note huzzas and high C peang of victory. 

It goes on in a truly Kiralfyan style, with 
John Smith saved by Pocahontas in front of 
a resplendent Montezuman palace, where 
processions of nondescript gorgeousness 
bring gifts to the king, and a ballet that looks 
Egyptian dances; with a ceremonial recep- 
tion of Pocahontas as John Rolfe’s bride 
by King James at Westminster; with various 
allegorical tableaus, and finally with Poca- 
hontas, as a modern maiden, arriving at 
the Jamestown fair in an automobile, to 
be welcomed by the eight dancing daisies and 
other frisky women. What if the daisies 
do weigh close on to 200 pounds apiece, or 
about the average of the entire chorus and 
ballet, they are stalwart athletes, too far 
away for critical inspection, and what mat- 
ters it how old their faces might show their 
ages to be? The Pocahontas may be a ma- 
tron, for she is big enough, but distance 
gives enchantment if you'll let it, and she 
sings strongly.. So do the rest of them. It 
is a big Kiralfy show, and it gives satis- 
faction that arises to rapture oftener than 
it drops to critical disdain.

Most of the foreign plays that come to this 
country are obtained through Elizabeth 
Marbury or Alice Kauser. Although there 
are men in the same field, Charles, Frohman, 
Clyde Fitch, and others have by their pat- 
ronage made it possible for these women to 
lead the list. Mr. Fitch has declared that 
if it had not been for the confidence which 
Miss Marbury. had shown in his future and 
the care she had taken to see that his plays 
were properly introduced to managers who 
might be interested“in them that he would 
have given up playwriting during the seven 
years when he was unable to sell any of 
his plays and when he was almost driven by 
stern necessity. to abandon his ambition. to 
be a dramatist and to seek some other means 
of making a living. ‘ 

Some of the best plays that are leased to 
Stock companies are leased through Mrs. De 
Mille, the widow of the playwright who used 
to work with David Belasco, and the mother 
of two well known actors and playwrights. 

Mrs. Mgdge.Carr Cook in Mrs. Wiggs of 
the Cabbage Patch” has succeeded better 
in London than has any male star that the 
United States hus sent to the metropolis of 
the world in sone years.

It was reserved for a woman, Elizabeth 
Robins, to give- London its first play dealing 
with the question of woman suffrage in a 
serious way. When Charles H. Hoyt wrote 
about the subject in this country he could 
see nothing except the farcical side. He 
wrote A Contented Woman for his wife, 
Caroline Miskel, and it succeeded, but it did 
not treat the subject seriously. 

The number of plays written by women 
Is astonishingly large. Many of the manakers 
and stars now turn first to women when they 
are casting about for new plays. Mrs. 
Young in her Brown of Harvard,” The 
Boys of Company B.“ and so forth has 
founded a new school of the dramatization of 
recklessness and boyish gayety, and male 
imitators are following in the prints made 
by her French heels. 

One of the taunts most frequently flung 
at ambitious women is that women imitate 
and do not originate. It is pointed out that 
there have been no women whose work has 
approached that of Shakspeare. The same 
might be said of the men. There are pretty 
nearly as many near-Shakspeares among 
the women as there are among the men, and 
there are many more men writing for the 
stage than there are women. although not 
so many more that are writing well. 

Although it has long been a superstition 
in the theater that only men can write hu- 
morous songs, Marie Doro, William Gillette's 
leading woman, has proved that the belief 
has no solid foundation. It was she who 
rote The Doggie in Our Tard.“ the song 
that is the hit of The Little Cherub,” in 
which Hattie Williams stars.
